Wyoming Range Thieves 
Ran 


Their Stronghold a Canyon on 
Powder River. 


A Diccovery That May End the 
Killing Which Has Been 
Going On. 


Three Assassinations Within the 
Last Two Months—Farmers Were 
Warned to Leave the State— 
Governor Will Interfere. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMBS.) 
CHEYENNE (Wyo.,) Oct. 12.—(Spe- 
cial Dispatch.) Advices today indicate 
the existence in the mountains of John- 
son county of the headquarters of the 
“Range Rustlers.” It is near the head- 
waters of Powder River, and is known 
as the “Hole in the Wall,” being a 
deep mountain canyon or basin, the 
approaches to which, owing to the 
rugged and often precipitous character 
of the ground, are inaccessible to any 
one not holding the clew to the laby- 
rinth. The range thieves are said to 
number forty or fifty, and are under 
most thorough organization and an ef- 
fective as well as daring leadership. 
This discovery is likely to solve the 
question that has served to keep alive 
the fire of political dissention in the 
State for three years and which Jed to 
the killing of at leest fifteen men at 
intervals on the range. The small 
farmers have been generally accused 
of killing the stock of range companies 
and the corporations have taken most 
drastic measures to protect themselves 
from the ravages of the supposed small 
farmers. The finding of the strong- 
hold has created the greatest sensation 
that has been sprung here since the 
importation of cowboys from Texas, 
when “rustling” was at its height. 
Within the last two months three 
asgassinations have occurred, and more 
than one farmer hes been warned to 
leave the State, and the warning has 
obeyed promptly, as to the neg- 

of similar notices are ascribed the 
Geaths of others.

Indeed, the popular feeling aroused 
against them was so strong and gen- 
eral that the government was com- 
pelled to commute the death sentence 
imposed upon Melville to imprisonment 
for life. 

He was transferred to the jail at 
Melbourne, where, according to the of- 
ficial report, he committed suicide. The 
unofficial version of the affair was that 
he was strangled to death by a keeper 
during a struggle which the desperate 
man made for liberty. Every side of 
convict life in the old days on board 
the hulk will be depicted upon the Suc- 
cess, especially the different modes of 
punishment, and the speculators who 
have purchased her expect to reap a 
fortune as the result of their stroke of 
enterprise.

THR SAVING OF 


A RETIRED ARMY OFFICER OON- 
FIRMS THE STORY. 


Gen. Sherman Protected the Timor- 
ous Englishman from the Blood- 
thirsty Fenians by a Strategic 
Move—The Funeral of Sheridan. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—That por- 
tion of Lord Sackville-West’s pamphlet 
in which he asserts that Lord Granville 
at the time of the Irish executions in 
1883 had, upon ‘the representations of 
Lord Spencer, cabled the Assistant Sec- 
retary of State that he believed Lord 
Sackville’s life was in danger, owing to 
the heated Irish agitation in this coun- 
try and that as a result Lord Lionel 
was taken on &@ three days’ cruise by 
Gen. Sherman, was confirmed from an 
unexpected quarter today. 

Vahen the publication was first made 
it was received with incredulity here, as 
no one at the State, War or Navy de- 
partment to be found could give any 
information. Today Mr. ‘ Davis, who 
was for a time Assistant Secretary of 
State under Secretary Frelinghuysen, 
but who retired before this incident oc- 
curred, received the following from 
Brevet Brig.-Gen. John C. Tibball, (re- 
tired,) of the United States Army, de- 
tailing circumstances heretofore rot 
made public: 

NO. 122. MONTAGUE 
BROOKLYN (N. Y.) . 

Dear Sir: I have not seen Lord Sack- 
ville’s pamphlet and do not know in 
what connection he brings forward the 
circumstances referred to in the cruise 
on the Chesapeake, but I do know as a 
matter of faet that it did occur. Tt was 
in the first part of May, 1883. Gen. 
Sherman took Lord Sackville-West and 
family on a navy vessel, (the Talla- 
poosa, perhaps,) down the Chesapeake, 
ostensibly on a junketing trip. They 
were gone a week or ten days. Mean- 
while I, as aide-de-camp to Gen. Sher- 
man, took care of the British legzation 
in Washington. So far as I knew, no 
one knew the reason for this action, ex- 
cept President Arthur, Secretary of 
War Lincoln, Gen. Sherman and my- 
self, but I presume there were thuse in 
the State Department who were aware 
of-tt. Of course the British Minister 
was in the secret, but I do not think it 
was known to his secretaries at the 
time. Gen. Ayres, commanding the 
troops at Washington Barracks, and 
the Chief of Police, Col. Dye, were to a 
degree aware of what was going on. 
The secret was so well kept that it 
never got into the papers; but, as Lord 
Sackville has now divulged it, I have no 
hesitation in mentioning what I know 
about it.

“During his sojqurn in this country 
the American representative has 
earned, as every one knows, golden 
opinions for his urbanity, his keen and 
practiced judgment on affairs and his 


eloquence above all. He has made 
studious attempts to cultivate kind- 
ly and amicable feelings be- 
tween England and America, never 


omiting any opportunity of showing us 
that he has sincerely at heart the in- 
terests of English-speaking communi- 
ties on both sides of the Atlantic. The 
consideration and resnect of every 
thoughtful Englishman are assuredly 
enlisted on his side. And if we are not 
very much mistaken there is also among 
us all a warmer sentiment toward Mr. 
Bayard, one not only of esteem, but of 
sincere affection. ‘He has made our 
countrymen his friends, and through 
him, we have learned a fuller appreci- 
ation and admiration for the great re- 
public which he so admirably repre- 
sents.”’ 

An outside newspaper records in sev- 
eral columns the absurd report that 
Minister Bayard will resign. He is 
visiting the west of England and de- 
clines at present to make any state- 
ments in regard to the Sackville pamph- 


let. 
A DIPLOMATIC SECRET. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—The World's 
London correspondent cables that it is 
the gossip of the clubs ‘that Lord Sack- 
ville’s publication was as much due to 
anger against Lord Salisbury as against 
Minister Bayard. Ever since Lord 
Sackville’s return from Washington he 
has sought another appointment as a 
vindication and lately made a strenu- 
ous, but futile, application for one of 
the vacant colonial governorships. 

This interesting fact, never hitherto 
published, in which it is, made known 
that a demand for Lord Sackville‘s re- 
call was mooted in Washington some 
months before the Murchison incident, 
has come to light. When Phil Sheridan 
was buried, in the summer of 1888, it 
was stated that while every other lega- 
tion was represented in full uniform at 
the funeral, not a single member of the 
British Legation was present, although 
invitations were issued by ‘the State De- 
partment and the ceremony was there- 
fore national, absence from which on 
the part.of foreign representatives could 
only be regarded as discourtesy. 

The fact that the famous soldier and 
commanding officer of the American 
army was of Irish birth made the ab- 
sernice of any represéntative of the Brit- 
ish Legation even offensively dis- 
courteous. Inquiry showed that- while 
Lord Sackville was away in Beverly, 
Mass., the first secretary of the lega- 
tion had been seen in Washington on 
the morning of the funeral, and that 
the invitation had been duly received 
by him as well as by Lord Sackville at 
Beverly, two days before the cere-. 
mony. 

President Cleveland -was then urged 
to declare the English Minister to be 
persona non grata to his government 
for so flagrant a discourtesy, but after 
consideration he decided not to do 86. 


BICYCLE PARCEL DELIVERY. 


How the Noiseless Steed is Utilized 
by Merchants. 


In some cities of the Bast the bicycle 
is being brought into extensive use for 
messenger and delivery service and is 

pidly superseding the horse’ in that 

ind of work.. The finst .use to which 
it was put in Chicago, after one or two 
firms started it going around the streets 
as an advertisement from the attention 
it attracted, was the delivery of wed- 
ding presents. Therefore when a small 
firm—and it was a woman's firm—sent 
out little circulars that wédding pres- 
ents would be safely and promptly de- 
livered for a trifle, orders began very 
promptly to flow in. * These ambitious 
young women hire four of the messen- 
ger and are negotiating to 
purchase them outright, for the com- 
ing demand in fall and Christmas trade.

“Well I will give you a $5 bill to get 
this baby home eafe and sound before 
that storm breaks.”’ 

Quickly and cosily the sleping baby 
was laid on pillows in the bottom of 
the- tin box, and the pneumatic tire 
glided swiftly and smoothly over <he 
cobble stones. 

The weight which @ messenger car- 
riage can carry is very great. The rear 
wheels support the load, and the cycle 
part is so cunningly constructed that 
there is a balance that helps along just 
as a small boy can roll a great sand- 
roller which he could by no means lift. 

There is in Wall street a dyspeptic 
broker who dislikes to take his noonday 
meal at a restaurant. For a long time 
he carried down a sandwich and a bot- 
tle of tea daily. 

Now, every day; if you look out for it, 
you may see a jarge tin box carefully 
propelled along Wall street just as Old 
Trinity is striking 12 o'clock. It is 
wheeled right into the office of the 
broker and unloaded. The messenger 
stores ‘his vehicle in the corner and 
slips away to his own meal at a 10-cent 
restaurant. When the broker has 
feasted he returns, gathers up the 
dishes, silver, tea things and cloth, and 
wheels them up town again. So quickly 
does he make the trip that the icapot 
Stays comfortably warm under its 
thick wadded cover during the trip. 

A very useful employment is made of 
the carriage in transporting office mail 
to the postoffice. A firm of lawyers 
having an immense correspondence 
sends twice daily a locked Carriage of 
papers and letters to the general office. 
The officials have a key to unlock the 
little back door. The messenger wheels 
back again, carrying postage stamps, 
paper wrappers, envelopes and what-’ 
ever stationery is needed, and makes 
the same trip again at night. 

Along one of the busiest streets of 
New York there is trundled every day a 
messenger carriage, with a lad on foot 
running alongside. At each office build- 
ing the carriage enters and he is taken 
in the spacious elevator. At the top 
floor it is wheeled out and quietly it 
makes a tour of the hallways. In the 
carriages are box lunches. From 10 to: 
25 cents are the prices charged. The 
little carriage ‘“‘does” fifteen buildings a 
day and disposes of several hundred 
Tuncheons. 

Laundry, millinery, flowers are the 
principal things sent out. These re- 
quire very careful handling. A large 
floral piece can be placed in the tinned 
receptacle without covering of any sort. 

In Los Angeles the wheel-is to be put 
to general utility. Jacoby Brothers, 
the clothiers, are the first to adopt it 
for a system of parcel delivery in this 
city. That firm will have a number of 
bicycles and riders employed exclu- 
sively in delivering packages of mer- 
chandise and the system is expected to 
replace the slower and more cumber- 
some horse and wagon. The Wheels 
ean carry quite a load of such parcels 
as are usually sent out ‘fromiclothing 
stores, and have miany advantages 
which will insure favor for them.

HAD LITTLE EFFECT. 


Preparations for the Fight Go on 
Despite the Governor. 
MEGULAK ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
LITTLB ROCK (Ark.,) Oct. 12.—Gov. 
Clark’s pronunciamento against the fight 
seems to have had little effect on matters at 
Hot Springs. The indications are that the 
fight will be brought off on October 31. It is 
estimated that 40,000 people will come to the 
State to attend the fight, including many men 

of wealth. 
SHAM OPPOSITION. 

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) Oct. 12. —Gov. 
Clark’s letters to Judge Duffie, Sheriff Haupt 
and Dan Stuart, together with the telegrams 
to Corbett and Fitzsimmons, given to the pub- 
lic by the Associated Press last night, are the 
subject of much discussion here today. The 
sentiment here and at Hot Springs is over- 
whelmingly in favor of the contest. It is well 
known here that,- personally, Gov. Clark is 
not violently opposed to the p contest. 
He is quoted as having said recently that 
seven-tenths of the people of Arkansas wanted 
it, two-tenths were indifferent, and all the 
clamor against it came from the other tenth 
of the population. 

When Judge Duffie brought the matter to 
the Governor's attention officially, however, 
he was obliged to act, and at once began a 
close investigation of his authority. He dis- 
covered that the act of 1891, making prizefight- 
ing a felony never . The two houses 
could not agree, and the bill was sent to a 
conference committee. When the report was 
presented to the House it was adopted simply 
by a viva voce vote, the ayes and nays not 
having been called. As the law of 1893 sought 
to amend this act, it would seem that there is 
no law on the subject of prizefighting in this 
State. The law relating to riots, unlawful as- 
semblages, etc., passed in 1838, could, perhaps, 
be brought into requisition to cover the case, 
should the Governor deem it necessary to go 
to extreme measures. By this law the Gov- 
ernor is authorized to call on the militia 
without waiting for a call for assistance from 
the local authorities, and is empowered to 
expel with force all disturbances of the peace. 
In this connection it is an interesting fact 
that since the Legislature refused to appro- 
priate money for the maintenance of the State 
militia, nearly every company of citizen sol- 
diers in the State has disbanded. The more 
enthusiastic advocates of the prizefight have 
not lost confidence in the Hot Springs com-

JUDGE ROSS'S DECISION FULLY 
SUSTAINED. 


The United States Court of Appeals 
Settles the Government’s Suit 
im Her Favor.

SAN FRANCISCO, October 12.—Mrs. . 
‘Stanford has won another victory from 
the United States government, and this 
time in the United States Court of Ap- 
peals. The decision handed down to- 
day was signed by United States: 
Circuit Judge Gilbert and United’ 
States District. Judges. Morrow and 
Hawley. It is given on the appeal 
taken from the previous order of Judge 
Ross, sustaining the demurrer of Mrs. 
Stanford to the suit brought against 
her to recover $15,337,000, alleged to be 
due the govetnment from her husband's 
estate on account of Central Pacific 
bonds. 

As the decision is an affirmation of 
the correctness of the position already 
taken by Judge Ross, there is no re- 
lief to be obtained in the premises 
through a suit in equity. It is held 
that if the liability exists it is purely 
a “creature of statute,” the question be- 


complaint and the re-arguing of the 
oase were offered for counsel for the 
government, but it was stated that the 
government's attorney would not take 
‘advantage of the offer. It is understood 
the case will be appealed at once to 
Supreme Court of the United 
States. 
_ The opinion rehearses the facts con- 
nected with the creation of the debt, 
and stated the question before the 
court to be whether the stockholders 
were to be held individually liable for 
the debts of the company. There had 
been an omission in the contract as to 
the means by which the debt could be 
collected in case of the company’s fail- 
ure to meet its obligation; but this was 
unimportant, as in ite absence the law 
provides a means for securing payment. 
The court held that the liability of the 
stockholders of the Central could not 
be different from those of the Union 
Pacific, and that had there been a con- 
solidation of the two companies, the 
debt could not have been collected 
from the stockholders; and what would 
apply to them then applied now. 

Judge Gilbert, who read the decision, 
cited at length the laws governing the 
stockholders of the Union Pacific. In 
this instance the shareholders were not 
held liable, and it is explicitly so stated 
in the charter, which was obtained in 
Illinois. On the other hand the State 

- of California imposed a personal lia- 
bility clause when the Central Pacific 
was. incorporated. “But,” said the 
court, “is it reasonable to suppose that 
when the government granted the two 
‘roads subsidies that it intended to hold 
the shareholders of the one personally 
liable and not the other? Can it be 
imputed that this was the intent of 
Congress when it set aside lands and 
pac part of the debt of the com- 


pany 
“Phe court further on urged that it 


was the intention of Congress to put 
both roads on the sa:..ie footing. Judge 
Davis of Illinois has already decided 
that the Union Pacific stockholders 
‘were not Hable. Again the court re- 
marked: “It is not reasonable to pre- 
sume that individuals would have en- 
‘gaged in such an enterprise were they 
to imperil not only their investments, 
but their private fortunes.” 

After Judge Gilbert had concluded 
the first mam to congratulate Judge 
Garber, Mrs. Stanford’s attorney, was 
‘President Jordan of the Leland Stan- 
ford, Jr., Untversity. He was elated 
over the decision and remarked that it 
was a remarkable paper. The students 
of Stanford University held a cele- 
bration this evening at Palo Alto in 
honor of the decision.

Observations Made in Bering Sea by 
an Authority. ane

Leonhard Stejneger of the Smithsonian 
Institution, who is held to be an author- 
ity upon seal and seal fishing, has re- 
turned from Bering Island. The pro- 
fessor went to the north in the be- 
ginning of the season on a special mis- 
sion for the, Fish Commissioners and 
remained on the Copper and Bering is- 
lands and at the port of entry for the 
islands, Petropaulovski, throughout. the 
season in which: the seals were killed.

ize that the places were the same,” 
said the professor. “The war upon the 
seal has had a direful effect. The herds 
are noticeably depleted. Those most in- 
terested in the industry are alarmed. I 
think that the men who have the 
leawes of the islands will be in favor of 
any mode of protecting the seal which 
promises to afford any real protection, 
but they are certainly of the opinon 
that the arrangement is very unsatis- 
factory. There are reports of the Rus- 
sian. government on the islands I last 
visited and the sealing is done under 
their supervision. The female, seals 
and the young are not tovched. 

“I will make a report to the Fish 
Commission at once; and in it I will 
show what a change has come in the 
sealing industry in ten years. It is re- 
ally an alarming situation when it is 
considered that this most valuable of 
fur-bearing animals is being so rapidly 
killed off by the seal-hunters who fol- 
low the, herd wherever it goes in the 
southern waters; It is also to be hoped 
that an international agreement will be 
reached which will make it possible to 
guard the seal not only on the islands. 
but on the sea.” 

The Kotick, Capt. Lindquist, on which 
the professor came here, brings the en- 
tire catch, about eighteen thousand, se- 
cured on the Russian islands, and they 
will be shipped from here to London. 


DURRANT IS MOROSE. 


He is Worried by the Knowledge of 
Miss Cunningham. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED VRESS REPORT.) 
FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—Theodore 
Durrant spent an uneasy day in the 
County Jail today and did not receive 
visitors in his usual affable way. He 
is snappish, irritable and at times even 
morose. 
Durrant uppreciates the full import 
of Dist.-Atty Barnes's questions re- 
rding his confidential talks with Miss 
arrie Cunningham, and that is about 
the only subject he can be induced to 
discuss at present. Even on this topic 
he is guar in his remarks and will 
only vouchsafe a general denial of the 
story tthe young lady is expected to tell 
on the witness-stand. The knowledge 
that Miss Cunningham is going to re- 
late under oath all of the conversations 
she had with Durrant, covering a pe- 
riod of several weeks, is evidently dis- 
turbing the medical student’s peace of 
mind. Miss Cunnignhom, it is said, will 
testify that Durrant told her that he 
saw the murdered remains of Blanche 
Lamont on the second landing of the 
belfry on April 3. 
In view of the statement he has al- 
ready made on the stand regarding 
this new phase of the case, he will find 
it difficult to explain away Miss Cun- 
ningham’s testimony. Miss Cunning- 
ham will testify that Durrant did not 
tell the truth on the witness stand and 
will give the jury the details of her 
many different conversations with the 
accused. Furthermore, she will be cor- 
roborated, and this will render Dur- 
rant’s predicament all the more seri- 
ous. The young lady has been sub- 
poenaed as a witness, and has been 
placed under the strictest injunction 
by Dict.-Atty. Barnes and Capt. Lees 
not to divulge the details of her prom- 
ised testimony. She is obeying these 
orders and the disclosures she isto 
make will therefore not be made public 
until she is called upon to give them to 
the jury. This will not take place un- 
til the latter part of the coming week. 

The introduction of evidence on the 
part of the defense tending to show 
that Durrant had a good reputation 
previous to his arrest for the belfry 
horrors, has given the prosecution an 
opportunity to present testimony in re- 
buttal which otherwise could never 
have reached the jury. It opens the 
way for the admission of some ex- 
tremely damaging facts against the ac- 
cused’s character, and considerable sur- 
ers iat Deupre sho have en 
such risks. .

A WAVE OF UNREST SET GOING 
BY SOCIALISTS.

The Espionage Cases Considered to 
be the Most Important of the 


Kind Yet Uncarthed. 


Cabinet Discussion on the Proposed 
Modification of the Prussian 
Ansoeciation Law. 


Official Denial and Explanation of 

the Charges Against Minister 

Ven Beoettischer—A Russian 
Caller for the Kaiser. 


(MBGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
BERLIN, Oct. 12.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Copyright, 1895.) 
The Socialist convention at Breslau had 
been followed by the general public 
with a great deal more interest than 
was the case with the convention of 
1894 at Frankfort. The warring ele- 
ments within the Socialist party have 
been sharply arrayed against each 
other. The younger, more practical 
and moderate wing of the party, 
though two of its ablest leaders, Herr 
Volmar and Grillenberger, were absent 
through ill-health, displayed great 
strength. This was more especially 
the case during the long and _ bitter 
fight which was waged over the 
agrarian programme. 

The Liebknecht wing of the party, 
however, is etfll dominant, and the 
small farmers and farm hands through- 
out Germany will therefore not yet be 
welcomed within the ranks of the So- 
cialist army. The convention, in ac- 
cordance with the special instructions 
issued by Herr von Koeller, the Prus- 
sian Minister of the Interior, was under 
severe police supervision. Consequently 
the noisy party demonstrations which 
had been planned could not be carried 
out. A; number of foreign delegates, 
especially. the Austrian delegate, Dr. 
Ellenberg, were expelled by the police 
on the ground that they were obnoxious 
foreigners. 

A sensational feature of the conven- 
tion was the presence of the Duchess 
Pauline Mathilda of Wurtemburg, now 
the wife of a we2lthy physician of Bres- 
lau, named Willim. This lady, who is 
decidedly eccentric, was attired in a 
flaming red blouse, and she manifested 
her intense Socialism by frequently 
applauding the most excited utterances 
of the speakers, to demonstrate, appar- 
ently, that she was in hearty sympathy 
with the most radical remarks and 
propositions made. The marriage of 
Duchess Pauline Mathilda to Dr. Wil- 
lim was a most romantic affair. The 
doctor, who is a handsome and amiable 
gentleman, was summoned to _ the 
Carlsruhe to attend a member of the 
ducal family of Wurtemburg who was 
seriously fll. This was in 1880, and the 
Duchess Pauline, who was frequently 
thrown into the society of the doctor 
in the course of his professional visits 
to the castle, fell in love with him 
and finally notified her family that 
she intended to marry the good-looking 
physician. At first the family strongly 
opposed the match, but when it was 
seen that the Duchess would have her 
way a reluctant consent was given. 

At the wedding ceremony the clergy- 
men who officiated pointed out the dif- 
ferent positions in life of the young 
couple, remarking incidentally that the 
Duchesse had come down to the rank 
of her husband. ‘This caused the bride 
to exclaim warmly that she did not 
share the clergyman’s view of the case 
and that on ‘the contrary, she looked up 
to her thusband. Contrary to general 
expectations the marriage has been a 
most happy one, and the Duchess as- 
sists her husband very effectively in his 
practicé, accompanying him especially 
on his visits to poor patients and  be- 
stowing gifts upon those she finds to 
be in the most need of assistance. 

All persons arrested in connection 
with the Cologne espionage cases have 
been taken to Leipsic, where they will 
be tried in the Reichszgaerit building 


in the presence of Emperor William of 
Germany and the King of Saxony. The 
Minister of War, Gen. Bronzart von 
Schellendorf, has personally invyesti- 
gated the case and the opinion of the 
large general staff has been obtained 
of the affair, which is considered one of 
the most important of its kind which 
has been discovered in many years. The 
principal defendant is a man named 
Paul Schoeren, a native of the duchy 
of Luxemburg, but a naturalized 
Frenchman. He graduated in Paris at 
the Ecole Centrale, which he left with 
an engineer's diploma. Schoeren, it ap- 
pears, had a number of confederates in 
Luxemburg, but the most important of 
them seems to have escaped to Swit- 
zerland, having in some unexplained 
manner been warned that they were 
under suspicion and their arrests were 
contemplated. The evidence against all 
the prisoners in any case suffices to in- 
sure their conviction. .The persons in 
custody are kept strictly isolated in the 
prison at Leipsic:

It is understood that the minis- 
ters e to the decision that he should 
submit his project for approval at a 
meeting of the Cabinet to be held next 
week, embodying his idea in a measure 
which will be of a reactionary charac- 
ter, curtailing the right of public and 
political meeting and modeling largely 
after the Saxon law, which Is the strict- 
est and most illiberal of the German 
laws dealing with associations. This 
is intended to hinder the further growth 
and spread of socialism in Prussia. It 
will be the only attempt at anti-Social- 
ist legislation which will be made dur- 
ing the coming winter, and it is confi- 
dently expected that the bill will pass 
the Prussian Diet, whose composition 
is widely different from that of the 
Reichstag. A bill will also be intro- 
duced in the Prussian Diet to increase 
the salaries of public teachers, who are 
notoriously underpaid. 

The question of the sugar bounties is 
again under discussion. International 
negotiations for the abolition of the ex- 
port premium on beet-sugar are being 
vigorously pushed and it is hoped that 
France and Austria will agree to this 
proposition. If the negotiations fail, a 
reorganization of German sugar legis- 
lation is in contemplation. As the law 
stands, Germany is bound to cease pay- 
ing bounties in 1897.

A Unique Proposition Made to. the 
City Council..

This 
action was the result of an agitation 
begun by Police Commissioner Barham, 
who favored the purchase of a covered 
‘patrol wagon to be used in the place 
of the present open vehicle. The Coun- 
cil compromised the matter by asking 
for bids:upon an ambulance. The only 
bid receivéd was one from Mr. Smith, 
of $487. This bid was referred to the 
Supply Committee. 

Yesterday’ the undertaking firm of 
Kregelo & Bresee made an offer to the 
‘committee to furnish an ambulance 
and carry the bodies ef injured persons 
‘to and from the police station, gratis. 
It is understood that the firm desires 
to have the unclaimed bodies of the 
dead, as a perquisite, although no such 
‘condition is made by the undertakers. 
._The Supply Committee took the matter. 
under advisement and will doubtless 
bring the matter before the Council to- 
morrow. 

The committee, in approving requisi- 
tions yesterday, were surprised to find 
a bill of $137.50 from the office of the 
City Engineer for carriage hire during 
the latter part of August and the first 
part of September.

When she asked him to take her to the 
theater that evening at the restaurant he re- 
fused to do so, because of the threats made 
by Jones, but she told him it was all right.

The closing session of the Y.M.C.A. 
‘State Convention was held yesterday, 
the programme for the day commenc- 
ing with an hour of Bible study, con- 
ducted by Dr. J. A. Frost of San Ber- 
nardino. Following the address of Dr. 
Frost, W. E. Howard of San Diego dis- 
cussed the theme, “State Work and the 
Association’s Responsibility.” The 
State athletic contest, held in the after- 
noon at Athletic Park, is described 
elsewhere in this paper. The exercises 
in the evening were held in the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church. George B, 
Hodge of New York spoke upon the 
theme, “An Important Factor,” using a 
chart to illustrate his remarks upon the 
benefit of manual and industrial edu- 
eatioun. A second address, “A Signifi- 
cant Work,” was given by D. E. Col- 
lins of Oakland. Following this, Ref- 
eree Dietz, who officiated at the atheltic 
contest in the afternoon, announced the 
winrers in the various events and pre- 


SPARE MOMENTS VALUABLE. 


George B. Hodge, secretary of the 
intermitional educational department of 
the Young Men's Christian Association, 
who is now in Los Angeles in attend- 
ance in the State convention of the Cal- 
ifornia Y.M.C.A., has an educational 
exhibit which ranks among exhibits of 


the same kind as unique and peculiarly 
instructive. 


five lines of work carried on in the 
night classes of the Y.M.C.A., and in- 
cludes specimens of mechahical draw- 
ing, wood-carving, engraving, painting, 
woodwork, machinery and a great va- 
riety of specimens difficult to classify. 
The articles illustrate the value of spare 
time, having been made by the students 
inthe night elasses. 

Mr. Hodge has an exhibit of statistics 
and pictures which show the value of 
the opportunities afforded by the Y. M. 


.| C. A, educational night classes. Charts 


and diagrams prepared by him show 
that one-third of all boys who enter 
school drop out before they are twelve 
years old, four-fifths of those in schoolat 
twelve dropping out before fourteen, 
showing that of five boys in school at 
twelve, only one remains at fourteen. 
“The night classes are intended partic- 
ularly for those who have dropped out 
of school,” says Mr. Hodge. | 

From other statistics and charts in 
the collection it appears that twenty out 
of every 100 men are engaged in com- 
mercial pursuits, 5 per cent. are pro- 
fessional men, 25 per cent. are artizans 
or skilled laborers and 50 per cent. are 
engaged in agricultural pursuits or are 
unskilled-laborers. Only 25 per cent. of 
young men obtain any appreciable ben- 
efit from the public school system, while 
the other 75 per cent. obtain almost no 
education. A startling feature in the 
exhibit is the statistics showing that in 
all busitiesses, only 5 per cent. are edu- 
cated for their occupation. Out of 
every 100 graduates of grammar schools 
only 8 per cent. earn their living in pro- 
fessional and commercial lines, while 
the other 92 per cent. become unskilled 
laborers. Out of every 2000 men, only 1 
graduates from a_ college, but 57 per 
cent. of college graduates achieve prom-

NOT TH EORIES OR TALK, TELL THE

The vital dis- 
tinction between these remedies and those of 
the “‘regular”’ school is that the former assist 
nature and the latter oppose nature in her 
efforts to rid the human body of disease. is 
natural for all men to be well. Nature desires 
to have her children well. But you cannot 
combat @ poison in the human system by an- 
other poison without destructive results upon 
the delicate and complicated organism of the 
human body. By feeding poison to cure a 
poison you simply add fuel to a flame. The 
Chinese remedies are special foods. They as- 
sist nature in throwing off the incubus of dis- 
ease and in restoring the equilibrium of the 
different organs. They help those organs in 
returning to the natural exercise of. their 
proper functions. Here is a distinction with 
a difference of vital and supreme importance 
in the treatment of disease. The result of this 
treatment is that ali poisons, effete material 
or residue of the elements used for nutrition 
and all exhausted tissues are climvinated. Na- 
ture then has a free course to work a cure. 

I do not desire to confine the scope of these 
articles, which will continue to appear from 
week to week, strictly to my own statements 
and arguments, and I wish whenever prac- 
ticable, to present the opinions of: ‘‘regular”’ 
physicians, many of whom realize the ineffi- 
ciency of their methods, and some of the 
most skilful of whom have been frank 
enough freely to admit the errors and 
imperfections of their system. Dr. Eliphalet 
Kimball of New Hampshire, a diplomated 
doctor of the ‘‘regular’’ school, was one of 
these. And in his ‘‘Thoughts on Natural Prin- 
ciples,’’ published in 1867, on page 7, he thus 
remarks: ‘‘There is a doctor-craft as well as 
a priest-craft.

William Hunter, 
the distinguished anatomist, physiologist and 
physician, said: “I have worked hard a 
great many years, yet I don’t know the prin- 
ciples of the art."’ Alfred E. Giles, a writer 
upon medical and othér reforms of Hyde 
Park, Mass., says: “‘Good doctors are known 
by their cures,.not by their college-tities or 
extortionate charges. If the profession can- 
not stand on its own merits it ought not to 
be propped up. by statutes.. A diploma serves 
more often as a shield to protect the doctor 
from the consequences of his mistakes than 
as a guarantee to his patients of his fitness 
to cure them.”’ 

These opinions are not complimentary to 
the old-school doctors of either school.

“Mr. Corbett, I wonder how a man 
feels in a great fight like that you are 
now going to have, with a nation hang- 
ing on to his every blow, when he 
knows that a few minutes’ stand to 
make or lose him thousands. How is 
it? Are you not afraid?” 

“I can’t answer that question,” replied 
Mr. Corbett. “I would not, of course, 
eay that I was ever afraid. It would 
not be wise for me to answer that way, 
and if you ask me I will say that I 
have never been afraid. But it is a se- 
rious sittation, that of a great prize- 
fight. A man can never tell how he is 
going to come out until it is ended. He 
may know, or think he knows—he may 
feel that he can beat his opponent, but 
he cannot be certain until the fight is 
over.

After the customary preliminaries in 

smnection with opening the session a 

aper on “Some Units of Measure for 

Determining the Relative Value of 
Subjects of Study” was read by Prof. F. 
B. Dresslar of the Normal School. He 
said the same subjects do not always 
‘have the same relative values. The 
ages of the pupils and other conditions 
“make the values unlike at different pe- 

riods. The child’s nature changes a 
great deal and it is therefore incumbent 
on the teacher to study closely the 
child’s character to the end that he may 
better understand what subject is most 
important for any particular period. 
The child’s mind forms itself and is not 
formed by the’ teacher. The teacher 
can only adjust the conditions as, in 
his judgment, best suits the case in 
hand. It should be endeavored to 
cause concentrated effort. The child’s 
enthusiasm should be aroused if possi- 
ble. Sometimes the subjects which are 
deemed of the least value are of the 
greatest importance. 

Prof. Dresslar’s remarks were fol- 
lowed with close attention and; when 
he concluded, were applauded. 

It had been’ announced that Prof. C. 
H. Keyes of Throop Institute would ad- 
dress the meeting on the subject NA 
Cours? in History, and Why” It was 
announced, however, that he was una- 
ble to be present, owing to some other 
meeting of educators which he had to 
attend.

The New York Condensed Milk Com- 
pany of New York gave its employees 
an outing at the company’s plant at 
Walden on October 3.

power because they believe their busi- 
ness will be conscientiously and profita- 
bly administered. The men who occupy 
places of authority and trust have all 
passed from lower grades in the busi- 


ness, 

Another peculiarity of the Borden 
works is that ‘neither man nor beast is 
required to work in the city depart- 
ment on Sunday and no delivery of 
milk is made on that day, although the 
product is received from farmers. 

The Walden plant has many features 
to excite wonder and attract attention, 
but above all is the marvelous cleanli- 
ness of the place. The.plant consists of 
five buildings, of which one is used as a 
bottling establishment, two as ware- 
houses and one for the general work of 
the company. This building, which is 
the largest, has a boiler-room with 
seven boilers, where about eight tons 
of coal are consumed daily. One of the 
rooms in this building contains four 
great copper wells which are burnished 
and polished till they shine like gold. 
In these the raw milk which is received 
from farmers is treated. 

The next room on the ground floor is 
where the condensed milk is cooled by 
being placed in tanks filled with ice. 
The milk is placed in cans and_ these 
are revolved in an ice bath until’ prop- 
erly cooled. The milk thus cooled on 
one day is delivered to customers in 
New York city the next day. Another 
room.-is. used for filling cans with milk, 
this being done by machinery. There 
are three vacuum pans, in each of 
which 10,000 quarts of milk may be con- 
densed. American tin is used exclu- 
sively in the packing of these works. A 
veterinary surgeon is employed to visit 
all dairies from which the company 
gets its milk and see to it that proper 
sanitary measures are observed.

GRANGERS, SISTERS, JUVENILES. 


Twenty years ago the grange was a 
new thing in California. It was quite 
popular among the farmers, and 
granges were being formed at every 
place of any size, while quite a con- 
siderable number of the farmers of 
California became “Patrons of Hus- 
bandry.” Since then interest in the 
grange has gradually decreased among 
the tillers of the soil, and within the 
past few years very little has been 
heard of it by outsiders, Perhaps this 
is partly due to the fact that in recent 
years California farmers have been 
forming practical organizations for the 
profitable marketing of their crops, on 
the ome hand, and less practical cr- 
ganizations for the bringing about of 
a political and social Utipia on the 
other; or it may be that the grange it- 
self did not fill the “long-felt want” 
for an organization which would help 
the farmers to help themselves. Judg- 
ing from a pamphlet which has been 
received at the Times office containing 
the official reports for the twenty-third 
annual session of the California State 
Grange, the last-mentioned reason isthe 
‘correct oné. This report is altogether 
@ peculiar -compilation, being quite 
original in the line of composition and 
the free-and-easy way of spelling, as 
‘Well as many of the ideas that are ex- 
‘pressed. 


~The report opens with the annual 
address of the master, A. P. Roache 
of Watsonville. One of his opening 
‘gepeeches is what might be vulgarly 
‘termed a “corker.” Mr. Roache says: 
~ “For this we sincerely rejoice, and 
‘but for the ceaseless internal war of 
prejudice, selfishness, bigotry and 
greed, coupled with intemperance, de- 
pravity, degradation and shame, we 
might truthfully claim a like noble dis- 
tinction at home, and while the bar 
continues to arreign, and the bench to 
‘punish, the vast multitude of hapless 
offenders against the laws of. mans 
Making, we see in them only pitiable 
thildren of circumstances, which the 
normal conditions we have permitted 
exist, and the ignorance and disre- 
gard of natural law we have under the 
mame of National Progress criminally 
allowed to obtain, is alone responsible 
for their one sided natures and de- 
ved tendencies, and as long as law 
ctions the propagation of drunk- 
ards, criminals, dudes and devils, will 
our prisons, jails, asylums and refor- 
matories continue to overflow with a 
constantly increasing horde of de- 
praved humanity, who absorb the sub- 
Stance of the mgtion with no return 
the sacrifice, ‘and whose worst fault 
that they were not well born.” 

After exploding this bombshell the 
master goes on to deplore the mori- 
bund condition of the order in the 
State. There are, however, some few 
bright spots visible in this sea of 
gloom. Mr. Roache says: 

“We report the same number of 
Granges, with another Juvenile. secured 
through the patriotic efforts of sister 
Bilderback, with the assistance of sis- 
ter Twitchell.” 

How a Juvenile could possibly be 
secured through the efforts of two s‘s- 
ters—however patriotic those efforts 
might be—is something that an ordi- 
mary citizen, outside of the mystic pale 
of the grange, will have difficulty in 
comprehending. The new- woman 
movement must surely have been 
pushed very far indeed among the’ 
Patrons of Husbandry. 

The master ,takes up the burning 
Question of the currency, which has 
evidently proved to be a bone of con- 
tention in many of the granges. He vx- 
presses the opinion that any brother 
who calls another brother a traitor be- 
cause he differs from him on the sil- 
ver question “should be instantly and 
perpetually disfranchised.” Certainly 
@ very worthy expression on part o1 
the worthy master. | 

It appears that there has been some- 
thing of a shaking up in the grange 
during the past year in regard to the 
official “organ.” In the words of the 
master: 

“In the last part of last year, and the 
first portions of this year, it became 
evident that the usefulness of the 
Rural Press as a Grange organ had

ceased, and that some paper more in 
accord with the wants, desires and 
conditions of the membership had be- 
come a necessity.” 

After that, the editor of the Ameri- 
can Agriculturist was waited on, with 
a view of making it the organ, but the 
editor of that prominent publication 
did not seem to appreciate the honor 
that was to be conferred upon him. 
What afterward happened is told by 
Mr. Roache in the following words: 

“Bro. Jones then visited the proprie- 
tor of the San Francisco Call, which 
paper, with its usual keen foresight 


made us a handsome offer. While this 


offer was under consideration a meet- 
ing of the Inspectors was called for 
drill work at San Jose. At this meet- 
ing there were present officers and 
members from’ San Jose Grange and 
from the StateGrange’to the numberof 
10 or 12. Bro. Jones appeared before 
the meeting and made a statement 
he had received from Bro. J. B. Car- 
rington relative to the Saturday Press. 
The matter was fieely discussed and in 
order to ascertain the sense of the 
meeting a vote was taken which re- 
sulted in favor of the Saturday Press. 
The sole objection to the Call being 
that it might be awkward for a parti- 
zan paper to represent a non-partizan 
organization. At a subsequent meeting 
of the Executive Committee held in San 
Francisco, on motion of Bro.. Loucks 
the Saturday Press was «made the offi- 
cial organ.” 

The faithful are thereupon urged to 
support the Saturday Press, whose edi- 
tor and manager “are P. of H. in good 
standing.” A difficulty, however, ap- 
pears already in the organ loft. It 
seems that the proprietors of the ex- 
organ have not received with equan- 
imity the information that they can no 
longer. play in the back yard of the 
grange. Brother Roache says: 

“Meanwhile the displeasure of the 
Rural Press has been incurred, and for- 
getting to be just, before being aggres- 
sive, it proceeded to insult and abuse 
the new official organ as ‘well as the 
State Grange and its officers,and as re- 
gards the latter has not yet wearied of 
its tirade.” 

The declaration of purposes of the 
grange is evidently regarded by the 
officials as something little, if any, less 
sacred than the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence of the United States. The 
master quotes Bro. Past Master John- 
ston as having well said: 

“We have changed our Constitution, 
amended our By-Laws and cut our 
Ritual in two, but no young American 
has ever yet dared to offer to change 
a letter, sylable or line of our Declara- 
tion of Purposes.” 

These are indeed noble words, and 
calculated to send a thrill of pride 
down the backbone of the brethren 
and sistren of the grange, while even 
the Juveniles, who have been secured 
through the patriotic efforts of the sis- 
ters, must share in the feeling. 

Toward the end of his address the 
master compliments his “faithful sec- 
retary” (in italics.) He says his orders 
at times to Bro. Mills “have necessar- 
ily been short, sharp and even 
strange,” but Bro. Mills has stood up 
to the ordeal like a Trojan, and ful- 
filled “short, sharp, strange orders,” 
even when he did not understand them. 
A trusty lieutenant indeed is Bro. 
Mills. 

Following the address of the master 
comes the lecturer's report for 1895. 
This is a somewhat remarkable docu- 
ment. The lecturer starts out with the 
frank admission that he has done very 
little, because he had another opening 
which offered him better remuneration. 
The lecturer, S. Goodenough—who does 
not seem to have been good enough 
for his business—says: 

“He would gladly have devoted his 
entire time to building up and extend- 
ing our most helpful Order in Califor- 
nia, but he was compelled to listen to a 
proposition, also noble in itself, which 
offered him far better compensation, a 
consideration that few of us can afford 
to ignore in these times. Far too often 
bitter necessity governs our choice.” 

After this Mr. Goodenough proceeds 
to show how little he could ‘have done, 
even if he had tried. He sent out a 
request that reports of discussions 
should be sent te him, and out of a 
possible 600, only three were sent in. 
This is certainly enough to discourage 
a lecturer—even a Goodenough _lec- 
turer—though he had no more remun- 
erative opening elsewhere. - 

The lecturer then goes on to tell 
‘about the inspection service. It seems 
that there are two inspectors who go 
around to see how the grangers are 
getting on, and.give them personal ad- 
vice. Inspector No. 2, it appears, 
opened his onerous duties with fear 
and trembling. In the language of Mr. 
Goodenough: 

“Before beginning he felt a shrink- 
ing and dread somewhat arein to that 
of his prospective victims. He was quite 
sure that he would himself be sub- 
jected to a most searching inspection, 
and they were quite sure that he would 
be hypercritical, pounce mercilessly on 
their faults and expose their. short 
comings to the division of the Grange 
world.” 

It is pleasing to know thet these 
forebodings were groundless. 

“But he gladly testifies that while 
his trembling anticipation of rigid in- 
spection himself was fully varified, the 
process turned out to be agreeable and 
exhilerating. It is wplifting to come 
into close contact with earnest and de- 
voted brethern who are anxious to 
know all about the working methods 


of our beloved Order, and to learn how 
to do that whole duty in an orderly 
and practical manner, He was every- 
where most cordially received and 
made the happy recipient of at- 
tention. And he hopes that, while ‘the 
criticised, and intended to do so if he 
observed any need of it, and tried to 
be faithful in the discharge of his duty, 
it was all done in the spirit of a Patron 
and under the law of love.” 

(Hear! hear!) 

Following the report of the lecturer 
comes the report of the steward. It is 
brief, not containing more than twen- 
ty-five lines, but the unique character 
of the spelling and composition make 
the reader wish that it were longer. 
Mr. Shoemaker, the steward, com- 
mences his report thus: 

“Again the labores of the Grange 
vineyard demands of me a report of 
my Stewegdship, during the last 
sion of this body. I endeavored to per- 
form all duties appertaining to this 
office, and assisting all to make the 
session of the State Grange interesting, 
and ever keeping a watchful eye to- 
wards the comfort of all.” 

And closes with the following some- 
what involved, but doubtless well- 
meaning remarks: 

“May the lesson we have received, 
both of successes and failures, enable 
us to plan wisely and so well in the 
future that our every effort will be 
crowned with success, and whatever 
we do strive to do it well. The pace 
at which we started out with .flying 
years grew faster. Let now each do 
his best. From rowest to the Master.” 

If the report of the steward was 
brief, that of the assistant steward, J. 
Ohleyer, Jr., is still more so,amounting 
to only about seven lines. It is not too 
long to republish here: 

“As Assistant Steward, I have done 
the work assigned me, to the best of 
my ability. The tools left in my charge 
have been well cared for, and are ready 
for use. 

“I have endeavored to guide the. la- 
borers in their werk, so that when 
they present their tribute to the 
Worthy Master it will be gladly ac- 
cepted 


_ “Hoping the present session of the 
State Grange may accomplish much 
good, I remain fraternally yours,”’ 

It is pleasing to learn that the as- 
sistant steward’s tools have been 
well cared for, and are ready for use. 
This, in connection with the securing 
of several new “Juveniles” by the sis- 
ters seems to form the brightest feat- 
ure in the history of the California 
grange during 1895. 

The report of the treasurer shows a 
balance in the treasury of $224, and is 
followed by the secretary’s report, 
which is chiefly noteworthy for the 
cheerful hilarity with which that offi- 
cial ignores all the ordinary rules of 
grammar and composition. 

Next comes the réport of the gate- 
keeper, J. D. Cornell. The opening 
sentences of this brief communication 
contain some gems of thought which 
should not be permitted to waste their 
rays in the dim recesses of the grange 
report, and are therefore here repro- 
duced: 

“One more year in the history of our 

Order has glided along, twelve months 
of ceaseless activity in the busy whirl- 
pool of life, yet eo swiftiy has it passed 
that I now anxiously ask myself: What 
have I done since the last annual s.~ 
ison for the good of the order and of 
mrnkind. And I find @ certain diffi- 
culty in answering that question to my 
own satisfaction. As to the duties ap- 
pertaining to my office, I have en- 
deavored to faithfully perform. them 
according to the obligations adminis- 
tered by the Worthy installing officer, 
and have aimed to permit none to en- 
ter without first giving that magic 
signal by which the outer gate is 
passed. Particularly have I been wide 
awake at night, being always watchful 
to fasten my claws upon the unwary 
intruder who might have the timerity 
to venture within the confines of my 
dominion.” 
* Pomona’s report—not Pomona of Los 
Angeles county, but Pomona, one of 
the officiais of the grange—is brief, 
businesslike, and to the point. Mrs. 
E. W. Davis says: 

“This year has run away, and I am 
unable, on account of personal and 
semi-official duties, to have done any 
work for our noble and worthy Order 
during the year. 

“With a desire to. advance the in- 
terests of the Grange in every way pos- 
sible, and with a purr to do more 
in the future than I h been able to 
do in the past, I am 

“Sincerely and Fraternally, 
“MRS. E. W. DAVIS, | 

“Pomona California State Grange.” 

As a businesslike _ communication, 
this report of Mrs. Pomona stands 
ahead of anything else in the whole 
pamphlet; in fact, it is out of sight. 

Finally come two reports from th> 
inspectors of the two districts, showing 


what they have been doing during the }: 
year. The reports are not altogether 


encouraging. It seems that most of 
the granges visited are “dormant.” In 
regard to one of the granges, J. §S. 
Beecher, Jr., inspector No. 1, says: 
“At ‘Jolon I fovnd San Antonio 
Grange. It has taken a fresh start, and 


is on the road to prosperity. They need 
outside stimulants once in a while.” 


There is something mysterious about 
this statement, which ought to be ex- 
plained. It might be well for the Pro- 
hibitionists to look into it. Inside 
stimulants are well known to the gen- 
eral public, but “outside stimulants” 
are something new. More light ought 
to be thrown on this feature of the 
grange. Perhaps the order is in pos- 
session of some secret remedy which 
would be of great value to the general 
public. 

At Hollister inspector No. 1 found 
another “dormant” grange. According 
to him, it was whispered that “some- 
thing crept in and split the grange.” 
He calls upon the brothers and sisters 
tosee that such a thing does not happen 
again.. Certainly, it should not be al- 
lowed to do so. } 

The other inspector seems to have 
met with moré encouragement. On his 
trip at Grass Valley they had a good 
meeting, and, according to Mr. Shoe- 
maker, the inspector, “the work was 
well rendered by Worthy Master Sis- 
ter Twitchell and her able corps of 
officers.” The “worthy master sister’ 
is doubtless another evolution of the 
new woman, who was not supposed by 
outsiders to have gained any foothold 
in this organization. This grange is 
evidently a@ red-letter branch of the 
State organization. The brothers have 


the work “down fine,” as it were. 
inspector says: 

“This Grange was in good condition. 
The work Was correct, portion per- 
formed without the book. The saluta- 
tions wefé &t all times given in unison, 
in fact T hever witnessed it more prop- 
erly done.” 

A few days later, at a place called 
Grimes, the inspector evidently had a 
good time. He says: 

“I visited Grimes, here we found, 
after a stormy drive, Bro. and Sister 
Frisbie with the hail filled with the 
steardy yoeman of that rich and beau- 
tiful country. Here we recognized the 
smiling countance of the genial deputy 
of Colusa county, Sister Kilgore and 
her earnest husband. With a glance 
around the afitie room I observed the 
owl, watching with glaring eyes as the 
Inspector entered upon the arm of the 
Colusa deputy, and was introduced. 
This Grange the best set of imple- 
ments and tools of any Grange in the 
State. The work was perfect. This 
Grange is in a prosperous condition, 
everything like a well kept farm was 
in order. We found, where there is 
room in the heart, there is room in the 
house at Bro. and Sister Kilgore where 


all visitors from Yuba City staid over 
night.” 


“‘Boarded round,” so to speak. 

At South Sutter there was found an- 
other sucvessful grange, which must 
be something of an aristocrat among 
the granges of the State. According to 
the inspecter, this grange owns the 
hall and a cemétery of three acres: _ “I 
found $250 in their treasure, with dues 
only 10 cénts. The young Master who 
led the Worthy Overseer only one week 
before to the hymenial Altar, per- 
formed the unwritten work well. Sis- 
ter Donaldson is laboring earnestly 
make this Grange grow, being assisted 
by able brothers and sisters. That 
Grange will ever be found as one of 
shining lights.” 

Certainly a grange which owns a 
hall and camétery and $250, and whose 
master has martied the worthy over- 
seer, and is ip In the unwritten work, 
has progressed as far as could be rea- 
sonably expected during these dull 
times, and should be held up as a 
modet for ether granges to follow. 

The concluding paragraph of the in- 
spector’s report—and of the pam- 
phiet—contains some more literary 
gems which should not be lost to the 
general reader. It is here reproduced: 

“Many young hearts seem aglow 
with Grange zeal, could not fail to ac- 
complish the design of the Executive 
Committee. I cannot forget the many 
words of welcome from old and young. 
Whether I fulfilled the design of the 
Executive Committee, I am unable to 
say, a8 I traversed the various sections 
of the third district, especially at that 
season of the year when nature is 
clothed in her most beauteous garb, 
we cannot but be impressed with its 

tness. My heart was not only 


is pressed home to each of us, surely 
we have something to live for and 
labor for. Is there danger of our heri- 
tage slipping from our grasp? Not if 
we are faithful. We are admonished, 
however, to be On our guard. Eternal 
vigilance is liberty’s price, and both 
within and without the gates we must 
be on the alert, lest the enemy despoil 

Afte: a perisal of this pamphlet it 
is no longer @ cause for surprise that 
the grange, which was founded with 
such bright anticipations on part of 
the farmers, has not fulfilled the hopes 
that were entertained Sy its origina- 
tors. Union among the i®*rmers is badly 
needed, but it must be union of a prac- 
tical kind, which will teach them how 
to raise and market their crops to the 
best advantage, @nd will teach them 
further to learn what their crops cost 
them, in the same manner that any 
business. man knows the cost of the 
goods which he sells before he puts a 
price on them. What the farmers want 
is a practical working ‘organization, 
with legs literary hogwash and more 
straight business in it, not a weak 
imitation. of a secret society, with an 
owl in place of & goat, and “Worthy 
Master Sisters’ securing Juveniles 
through patriotic. efforts.

STORY OF THAT SCANDAL. 


What E. H. Sothern Thinks of Some 
of His Former Partse—May Rob- 
son Forsakes Her Stage Kitchen 
to be a Heavy Swell—Fay Tem- 
pleton and May Irwin. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 7, 1895.—Would you 
hear the true story of the “ Ostler Joe” 
scandal? Listen, then, to Mrs. Cora 
Potter’s version of it. If anybody 
knows ‘the true facts, it should be she, 
for she was undoubtedly the person 
most vitally concerned in it. It was 
between the acts of a rehearsal of “Le 
Collicr de la Reine,” at Daly’s, the 
other morning, and Mrs. Potter, as she 
talked, was arranging the ringlets cn 
—or rather off—the head of Marie An- 
toinette. It was an onerous task, and 
usually keeps Mrs. Potter’s maid cm- 
ployed for at least an hour after cach 
performance. This, however, was her 
maid's day out. 

“The true story of that ‘’Ostler Joe’ 
affair has never been printed,” said 
Mrs. Petter, “I don’t mind telling the 
truth about it now, because I have ro 
longer any interest in the people who 
were most concerned init. At the cime 
my husband, Mr. Potter, insisted upon 
my holding my tongue. All the blame, 
all the notoriety, fell upon my shoulders 
in consequence. But, heavens! how 
times have changed in the last ten 
years. I never realized this until one 
afternoon last spring, when I strolled 
in.‘o the Garden Theater to a benefit 
performance. When I entered Mrs. 
Kendal was on the stage reciting. There 
were sniffles from all parts of the house, 
Something in the rhythm of the verses 
seeined familiar; then I heard her say, 
‘Or the blood-red rose— That was 
enough, I sank into my seat utterly 
dumbfounded. And this—this poem, for 
reciting which I was hooted in the mar- 
Ket place, is now being delivered to a 
semi-Sunday-school audience by the 
Mrs, Grundy of the British drama! 

“But after all that’s neither here ror 
there. What I started to tell you was 
how I first came to recite ‘’Ostler Joe.” 
There was to be some sort of a perform- 
ance at Secretary Whitney's house in 
Washington. I had already made a 
small name for myself as an amateur, 
so I was invited to give a recitation. On 
the afternoon of the performance, Mr. 
Whitney said to me, ‘What are you go- 
ing to recite, Mrs. Potter?’ I told him 
that I had half a dozen pieces ready. I 
recited them all for him. There were 
two selections from Tennyson, some- 
thing of Owen Meredith’s ‘Lasea,’ a 
French poem, and ‘’Ostler Joe.’ The mo- 
ment I had recited Sims’s poem, Mr. 
Whitney exclaimed, ‘That’s the piece; 
we must have that by all means. It 
will create a furore.’ (Well, unfortu- 
nately, his words came true. I remem- 
ber when he was urging me to recite it 
that I told him I feared it was a little 
too broad. But Mr. Whitney tabooed 
the idea; said it was all nonsense, 
poppy-cock; the Washington public was 
not:so squeamish but what it could ap- 
preciate a beautiful poem. | Note, if you 
please, ‘ that all these remarks were 
made before I had recited it. After 
the hue and cry had broken out, when 
all the Washington women were up in 
arms, no one said anything—not even 
me. This incident happened just at 
the outset of a new political campaign, 
in which it, was suspected that ‘New 
York women would play a prominent 
part. The Washington grand dames 
came to that reception armed to the 
teeth. I was the scapegoat, and,” 
added Mrs. Potter, as she gave a jaunty 
little twist to the last of Marie An- 
toinette’s powdered curls, “in common 
justice I must admit that they did 
carve me up most artistically.” 


SOME VERSATILE ACTORS. 


Who dares to say nowadays that the 
American actor is not versatile? It is 
usually declared by all the wiseacres 
that success in one particular line rings 
the death knell to versatility. It is not 
always so, for all that. If an actor has 
any heart in his work at all, he is sure 
to pine for a change sooner or later.

THE FRUIT EXCHANGE ENEMIES 
STILL FLOATING THEM, 
A Second One, Has «Just. Let” 
Peose—It is Brimful of Lies— 
What an Orange-grower Has to 
‘Say About Them. 
Anonymous circulars berating the 
outhern California Fruit Exchanges 
continue to float around faster than 
dead leaves drop from a dying tree. The 
Times: published the full text of one of 
hese “underground” documents last 
hursday. Since then another has been 
4ssuéd, of which the following are the 
mafn features and which are very dis- 
tor features indeed, when compared 
with the actwal facts. | 
This second anonymous production is, 
as in the former case, addressed “To

hanges $120,000 to pay the salaries of 
“the Eastern representatives of the ex- 
changes during the season ‘of six 
onths. “This does not include the 
igh-salary officials of the executive 
in California or expenses to be 
urred.” The document concludes 
th an appeal to all orange-growers to 
amine into the correctness of these 
tements before committing them- 
‘eelves to coritracts with the exchanges. 
to.this circular, a member 
of “the Riverside exchanges,

the authors of these anonymous docu- 
ments think they are benefiting them- 
selves by pursuing the methods they 
have adopted, they greatly deceive 
osmnaaeves. Their object is very appar- 

nt. fully. realize. that the adop- 
bon of our new plan puts an end totheir 
robbing career. With them, so far as 
orange shipments go, it is a question.of 
life or death, and they know it. They 
are going to die hard and they do not 
hesitate to resort to the dissemination 
of falsehood in the hope that it may 
injure the exchanges, thereby prolong- 
‘ing their period for robbery. .First of 
all, the statements made end contained 
in these anonymous circulars are un- 
true, and they know they are. ‘“‘Do you 
suppose,”” he continued, “if their state- 
ments were true, or contained any ele- 
ment of truth, that they would require 
to take shelter behindacowardly anony- 
mous circular such as this they have 
just issued?

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY 


A RECEIVER ASKED FOR DESERT 
QUEEN MINE. 


The Upshot of the Wrangle—Mrs, C. 
Steiner Dies from Her Burns— 
Brief Mention of Matters Per- 
sonal and Otherwise. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 12.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The Desert 
Queen mine, located by James McHaney 
on the desert north of Indio, still contin- 
ues to be the subject of new litigation. 
The latest was an application for the 
appointment of a receiver for the prop- 
erty made by. William McHaney and 
his mother, Mrs. Carrie Harrington. 
The property has a five-stamp mill on 
it and has been a producer of rich ore 
and a paying proposition from the grass 
roots, and is now bonded for $125,000. 
The title is vested in James McHaney, 
but brother and sister claim a half in- 
terest. 

The main points on which the appli- 
cation for a receiver will rest are that 
James McHaney has managed the mine 
without reference to their wishes, and 
that they have had absolutely nothing 
to say about the conduct of the busi- 
ness, or the disposal of the money ob- 
tained from the product of the mill. 

The defendants to the suit are James 
McHaney and George W. Myers. The 
latter recently filed suit to be declared 
the owner of a one-third interest in the 
claim, and for $10,000 as his share of 
what had already been taken out in 
gold. It is in connection with this suit 
that the plaintiffs find second ground 
for asking the appointment of a _ re- 
ceiver. It is alleged that James Mc- 
Haney looks very favorably on Myers’s 
suit, and that he renders such assist- 
ance to the latter as he may be able, to 
the great damage of the plaintiffs. They 
even go so far as to allege that James 
McHaney induced Myers to begin suit. 

They also set up a claim that Myers is 
now at or near the mine prepared to de- 
fend with force his claim to an interest 
init, and, in viewof all these allegations, 
they ask for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. The plaintiffs are represented 
by R. EB. Bledsoe and E. R. Annable. 

DIED FROM HER BURNS. 

Mrs. C. Steiner, who was so badly 
burned in the fire which destroyed her 
home at Etiwanda Sunday morning, 
September 8, died yesterday afternoon, 
Twenty-four hours before, symptoms of 
pneumonia began to manifest them- 
selves, a not infrequent result in cases 
of serious burns, and this was 
direct cause of death. 

On the Sunday morning of the fire, 
when the house was discovered to be 
in flames, Mrs. Steiner, who is nearly 
70 years of age, rushed to where some 
valuable papers were kept, intending to 
save them. But before she could make 
her escape out of the house again, her 
clothing was on fire, and she rushed 
from the building screaming with pain 
Her husband was close at hand, and 
he hastened to his wife’s relief, and 
tore off her burning clothing. In doing 
so he was badly burned about the 
hands and arms. But Mrs. Steiner had 
suffered such painful and serious inju- 
ries that her life was despaired of. 
About the back and shoulders, her arma 
and neck were fearfully burned, while 
her face and head was in the same con- 
dition. Dr. W. H. Stiles of this city 
city was summoned, and thought at first 
there Was but little hope of avoiding 
a fatal result. Mrs. Steiner rallied 
from the shoetk, and, after a week un- 
der the doctor’s care, she was so much 
improved that her ultimate recovery 
seemed almost assured. 

But the fatal pneumonia came on Frie 
day, and in a few hours had done its 
work,

Lighting Conductors on Ships—The 
Doubtfal Electrical Projects— 
Telegraphists’ Mortality—Health 
of the Storage-Battery Factory 
Hands. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 1, 1895.—The story 
of how lightning conductors came to 
be adopted in the British navy is inter- 
esting. In 1866, C. Tomlinson, a Fellow 
of the Royal Society, described in En- 
giand a method of receiving the dis- 
charge of a Leyden jar on’a plate of 
crown glass. He showed on the glass 
tree-like figures, with trunk, branches 
and spray, and argued that this was 


only a miniature representation of the 


lightning flash, which was similarly 
bifurcated and even trifurcated. At 
that time lightning conductors were not 
in favor, either on land or sea. Dr. 
Dyne, the headmaster of the Highgate 
public school, who consulted Tomlin- 
son as to the desirability of a lightning 
conductor for the new school building, 
eaid he had never seen a lightning con- 
ductor, and had only a vague idea of it; 
furthermore, although he personally 
was open to conviction as to its merits, 
his, profession looked upon the con- 
ductor as attracting lightning to the 
place instead of repelling it. A sim- 
iliar opinion was held at the Admiralty. 
Snow Harris, an engineer of repute, 
who had designed a form of metallic 
conductor for ships, strenuously .recom- 


different degrees of heat required to 
melt the different metals. In treating 
ore containing lead, copper, gold and 
silver, the lead will separate first, and 
he found in the bottom af-the tank in 
small globules. At the heat increases 
the silver will foll6w, then the copper 
and then the gold, the rock being 
finally consumed or reduced to an ash.

So far as experiments have 
gone, there is no rebellious ore which 
this process cannot handle successfully. 
From various kinds of rock, gold, silver, 
copper, lead, zinc, antimony, etc.. have 
been separated as well as all of the by- 
produets, such as arsenic, sulphur, etc. 
This process, will effect a remarkable 
economy in smelting. In many places, 
particularly in California, where smelt-

One of 
these was supplied with a lightning 
conductor; but before the other was 
put up Rennie called on Snow Hill and 
complained indignantly that the charge 
of lightning conductors had been struck 
out of the estimates. Harris. said,

AUTUMN RECEIPTS. 


A.Rich Pie and Digestible Kinder- 
garten Cookics. 
(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 


Tutti-Frutti Pie. A delicious fruit 
pie, which is a sort of mock mince, may 
be made in the following manner: Take 
a pound of selected figs (preferably 
those packed in California, as being 
cleaner,) wash them thoroughly, and 
stew until swelled to their natural size. 
Cut off their stems and put them intoa 
chopping-bowl. Add a half -pound of 
seedless raisins, the same amount of 
prepared currants, a little .citron, a 
sprig of candied ginger, one large juicy 
apple peeled, and the juice and entire 
rind of a lemon. : 

Chop all these ingredients together 
evenly, and when minced quite fine, 
stew for five minutes in sufficient liquor 
of the figs to cover the fruit. Add one 
cup of granulated sugar, one grated 
nutmeg, a pinch of cloves, and one of 
cinnamon, bake in a pie with a lattice- 
hey top, from paste which is. not too 
rich, 

A ‘recipe for puff pasts 
may be made thus; To a pound of flour, 
take a quarter of a pound of lard, a 
pinch of'salt, a pint of ice-water, and 
one-half of a pound of good butter. Cut

a dough is formed... Roll out lightly. 
Spread the surface with its bits of but- 
ter, sprinkle with flour, roll up, pro- 
ceeding in like manner until all of the 
butter is used, perhaps four or five 
times. This is an excellent ple-crust 
for such a rich pie, although scarcely 
“short” enough for an ordinary fruit or 
custard filling, in which case three- 
quarters of a pound of butter should be 
used. This tutti-frutt! ple may be made 
also of stewed prunes, instead of figs, 
and perhaps to the taste of many per- 
sons, would be improved by the substi- 
tution. It is better when eaten the same 
day as baked, but will prove palatable 
the day following also, when quite cold. 
This quantity will make several pies. 

Kindergarten Cookies. In most of our 
modern schools for advanced babies, it 
is required that each shall bring a 
luncheon one day in the week, usually 
on Friday.

MUTILATING CHINA. _. 
Nor is it only the china brought forth 
to deck her board on special occasions 
which suffers.

‘cially in the case of platters or other 
dishes on which meats or any greasy 
kinds of food are served.. This crack- 
ing of the glaze is commonly due to ex- 
posure to too much heat, for instance, 
in warming the plates, setting dishes in 
the oven to keep their contents hot, or 
even plunging them into water that is 
near the boiling point to wash them. 
After the glaze is injured, every time 
the dishes are washed the water gets 
into the porous clay underneath, and in

It is far safer—if it can- 
not be washed in the dining-room or a 
butler’s pantry on the same floor—to 
have it carried over the stairs on a large 
tray, as the jarring of the dishes 
against each other is a fruitful source 
of nicks and even breakage, and this 
jarring can be avoided by setting them 
apart on a tray which, in careful hands 
is safe from the jolting and © 
the average dumb waiter. 
TARNISHED AND FADED DECORA- 

TIONS. 

The dullness of the gilding is often 
due to the location of the closet in 
which the china is kept; if this is damp 
even the very best gold will tarnish. If, 
however, the misfortune does occur, its 
brilliancy can be restored by rubbing 
with a little dry whiting and soft wash 
leather, but this should be done 
rarely as possible or the gilding will 
worn off.

ration is never to permit plates or 
dishes to be set one upon the other 
without something between them. 
Canton flannel is the best material for 
this purpose, but blotting paper, cut 
into circles the size of the plates, is an 
excellent substitute. The bottoms of 
all dishes are Hable to be a little 
rough, and many a delicate bit of china 
has had its gilding or color decoration 
scratched or marred for lack of the 
precaution just mentioned. Cups may 
be protected from injury by hanging 
them in rows by the handles on small 
brass hooks, screwed in just below the 
closet shelves, instead of following the 
more frequent custom of piling them, 
sometimes three or four deep, one in- 
side the other, which often results ina 
fall. The effect of the china cups, each 
on, its own hook, is also far prettier 
when arranged in the closets with 
glass doors, which are now found in al- 
most every modern dining-room. 

The secret of the fading of the colors 
of dishes in which pickles and salads 
are served is the acid of the vinegar 
which sometimes, though some almost 
invisible hole in the glaze, penetrates 
beneath. Royal Worcester is specially 
apt to suffer from this cause, and, 
therefore, it is safer not to use it for 
such viands. 


BRILLIANT GLASS. 

Cut glass, which rivals china in 
many a woman's affections, requires 
fewer precautions. It may be kept in 
good condition by simply washing in 
warm, not hot, water, and drying with 
a soft cloth. 

The danger of plunging glass into 
hot water in cold. weather—which 
rarely fails to crack it—is almost too 
well known to. need mention, still it is 
wise to impress the fact upon the mind 
of every new maid. To preserve its 
full lustre and brilliancy, richly cut 
glass will need occasionally to be 
cleaned and polished with a soft brush 
and a little fine chalk. Wine decanters 
and water bottles can be cleaned by 
putting into them potato parings, 
chopped fine, filling them with water 
and letting them stand three days, then 
empty; rinse well and .they will be 
as bright and clear as the dainiést 
housewife could desire.

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Power Transmission by Electricity. 


(Arthur Vaughan Abbott in the Sep- 
tember Review of Reviews:) If suc- 
cess in long distance power transmis- 
sion. shall .be achieved by the Niagara 
experiment, a host of competitive power’ 
supply-stations will spring into exist- 
ence wherever there is an availaty 
water supply or favorable fuel locat’; 
such as the coal mining regions o. 
and gas fields. Though the Niagara 
plan has little to fear from a rival 
waterfall, the probable- competition 
with power derived from large steam 
central stations promises to be serious, 
particularly in the manufacturing cit- 
iea located within a radius of 150 to 300 
miles. At present no such central 
power supply-stations exist, although 
their advent seems imminent. Conse- 
quently the only data on which to 
predicate the cost of power to such in- 
stallations is the experience derivable 
from the largest and most carefully ad- 
ministered steam mills, With coal va- 
rying from $2 to $2.50 per ton, an allow- 
ance of 10 per cent, for interest and 
dividends on invested capital, and as- 
suming the most Careful executive ad- 
ministration, ft seems probable that a 
large, continuouslv-operating steam 
central station with a daily average 
output of 15,000 to 20,000 horse-power 
could produce electricity at the rate of 
$45 to $55 per horse-power annum. The 
Niagara Company have offered to sell 
electricity at the Falls station at $18 per 
horse-power annum; this figure doubt- 
less including what the company con- 
siders a profitable margin. In each 
case a horse-power is to be delivered for 
twenty-four hours per day, 365 days per 
year. Obviously the difference between 
$45 and $18, or $27, may be expended to 


cover losses in transmission and profit - 


on the necessary capital invested in 
transmission lines, and still permit the 
Niagara Company to compete on an. 
equal basis with the best designed cen- 
tral station. This difference is a very 
wide margin, and would seem to afford 
so large a radius of distribution as to 
easily absorb all the energy that the 
Cataract Company could dispense. Our 
more sanguine electrical engineers pre- 
dict that at no distant day even New 
York and Chicago may be thus sup- 
plied. Steam experts, possibly a little 
jealous of their electrical confreres, 
positively declare 150 or 175 miles to be 
pve commercial limit of power transmis-

APPETIZERS. 


Good Suggestions for Winter Din- 
ners—Quickening Jaded Palates. 
(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

In these days of extreme luxury, one 
would imagine that diners-out required 


| only faith in the resources of a hostess 


and her cook to whet the edges of their 
appetites. Nevertheless, it is undeni- 
able that many fashionable dinners and 
luncheons are preceded by these im- 
portant vanguards to the feast. 

Appetizers, so-called, 
kinds—liquid and solid, but anything 
frozen is entirely inadmissible for this 
purpose. 

Caviare is most acceptably served as 
an appetizer at present. As is well 
known, caviare is prepared from the 
roe of the sturgeon found in the Rus- 
sian waters. It is usually served in 
sandwiches, cut in a triangular fashion, 
and shorn of crust. These sandwiches 
may be made of either brown or white 
bread, although white is usually pre- 
ferred. They are passed around by the 
butler, immediately after the guests 
are seated before the oysters are 
bréught on, but are sometimes found 
placed upon the plate when the dinner 
is announced; although this arrange- 
ment interferes with the picturesque 
emncess of the napkin, somewhat, and 
is, therefore, to be discouraged. 

The dinner appetizer par excellence, 


obtains more favor as a quickener of 
lagging appetites than anything else. 
The boneless anchovies are preferably 
, used for this purpose. They come in 
small cans, are denuded of head, tail 
and bones, and are covered with an oil 
like sardines. Squares of bread, with- 
out crust, should be toasted to a nice 
even brown. Two anchovies are then 
placed thereon, in opposite directions, 
in order to produce an equality of ar- 
rangement. Over the whole are then 
sprinkled the yolks of hard-boiled eggs, 
crumbled up fine, being 
chopped into cubes and disposed over

the top. A dusting of white pepper 
and a very little salt complete these re- 
markably delicious appetizers.

turf, which requires constant attention, 
and considerable outlay of monev _ in 
bats, balls, leg guards and gloves.

Trick in Irrigation. 

(Woodland Mail:) About: this time 
of the year oi earlier, perhaps, almost 
immediately after the apricot, prunes 
or almond trees have been relieyed of 
their crop, it is a great scheme to turn 
the water onto it. It has a wonderful 
effect. Trees that seem to be sickly 
will revive and throv: off. by renewed 
vigor . the’ disease that had already 
half killed them. Trees that before 
bore meagerly and miserably soem to 
become _instinct with. life, and. ss 
though they. had ¢hanged their spe- 


cies, commence the following 


to produce large, and luscious crops. 
There is'a logical reason for all this. 


The fruit buds for next year’s harvest, | 


are forming now. The long dry sum- 
mer, and th> burden of maturing a 
crop of fruit has left the tree exhavs*‘- 


ed to that extent that it is liable to be} 


attacked successfully by pests and 
tree disease. Moreover it is not equal 
to the emergency of responding to the 
instinct that impels it at this time to 
form the buds for the next season's 
crop. AS &. consequence the buds do 
not set well, and the vitality of the 
tree is at a low ebb. It is ofien won- 
dered why an erchard after it passes 
the age of 6 or § years seems to col- 
lapse and fails to make good the prom- 
ises of its first years. It may have 
been cultivated properly, yet it doesn’t 
get there. The owner blackguards his 
hard luck, and declares. there is noth- 
ing in the fruit business anyway. This 


farmer wants to learn a trick in irri- |. 


gation. if he will give his trees a thor- 
ough watering in the summer, soon 
after the cron is off he will adminis- 
ter to them the very dose of medicire 
that they are famishing for. He will 
surprise himself at the result. His 
trees will brighten up. and in the early 
spring, they will give promise of the 
abundant harvest that will surely fol- 
low.

The world of books is constantly ex- 


@ panding, and never was truer the old 


adage that “Of the making of books 
there is no end.” 

If one would keep pace with the age 
he must read, but a great and growing 
difficulty with the untutored is to know 
how to make the wisest selection from 
the infinite mass of material offered.

The most famous of 
them all was James Russell Lowell, 
born in 1819 at Cambridge, Mass., on 
February 22, also the birthday of the 
most distinguished of all Americans. 


Robert Louis Stevenson’s Home Life 
at Vailima. 

Lloyd Osborne, in Scribner’s for Oc- 
tober, talks entertainingly of Robert 
Louis Stevenson's exile in Samoa, his 
generous hospitality, the secret of his 
power among the natives, etc. The 
writer says: 

“Three miles behind Apia, on a rising 
plateau that stands some seven hun- 
dred feet above the ocean level, lie the 
house and grounds of Vailima. ‘I have 
chosen the land to be my land, the 
people to be my people, to live and die 
with,’ said Mr. Stevenson in his speech 
to the Samoan chiefs, and his great 
lonely house beneath Vaea Mountain, 
the fruit of so much love, thought and 
patient labor, will never lose the world’s 
interest nor fail to be a spot of pious 
pilgrimage so long as his books endure 
and his exile be unforgotten. For 
Stevenson was an exile; he knew he 
would never see his native land again 
when the steamer carried him down the 
Thames; he knew he had turned his 
back forever on the Old World, which 
had come to mean no more to him than 
shattered health, shattered hopes, a4 
life of gray invalidism, tragic to recall. 
Whatever the future held in store for 
him, he knew it could be no worse than 
what he was leaving, that living death 
of the sick room, the horror of which 
he newer dared put on paper. I can 
remember the few minutes allowed him 
each day in the open air when the thin 
sunshine of South England permitted; 
his despairing face, the bitterness of 
the soul, too big for words when this 
little liberty was perforee refused him. 
I recall him saying: “I do not ask for 
health, but I will go anywhere, live 
anywhere I can enjoy the ordinary ex- 
istence of a human belhg.” I used to 
remind him of that. when at times his 
Samoan exile lay “heavily upon him 
and his eyes turned longingly to home 
and to those friends he would never see 
again. 

It has often been asked what gave 
Mr. Stevenson his standing in Samoa; 
what it was that made this English 
man of letters such a power in the 
land of his adoption. It must be re- 
membered that to the Samoan mind 
he was inordinately rich, and many of 
them believe in the bottom of their 
hearts ‘that the story of the bottle- 
imp was not fiction but a tangible 
fact. Mr. Stevenson was a resident, 
a considerable land-owner, a man like 
themselves, with taro-swamps, banana 
plantations, and a Samoan “aiga” or 
family. Hewas no official with a 
hired house, here today .with specious 
good-will on his lips, and empty prom- 
ises, but off tomorrow in the mail 
steamer to that vague region called 
“papa lagi,”” or “the white country.” 
He knew Samoan etiquette, and was 
familiar with the baser as well as the 
better side of the native character; he 
was cautiously generous after the 
fashion of the country, and neither 
excited covetousness by undue prod- 
igality nor failed to respond in a be- 
fitting way for favors received. More- 
over, he was a consistent partisan of 
Mataafa, the ill-fated rebel king, a man 
of high noble character, who though 
beaten and crushed by the government 
forces, Was nevertheless looked up to 
and covertly admired by all Samoa. 
The divinity that doth hedge a king, 
even a defeated and fallen one, cast a 
glamor over his close friend, Mr. 

An when the British man- 
of-war brought the uhfortunate  ex- 
king to Apia with many of his chiefs, 
it was Mr. Stevenson that first boarded 
the ship with sympathy and assistance: 
it was Mr. @tevenson that lighted ‘the 
great ovens d brought down his men 
weighted h food-baskets when ali 
were afraid and stood aloof: it was Mr. 
Stevenson fhat attended to the political 

the noisome jail after they 
bee ogged through the streets 
and foully mishandled under the very 
guns of the men-of-war; it was Mr. 
Stevenson that brought and paid the 
doctor; that had the stinking prison 


cleansed; that fed the starving wretches | 


from his own, pocket, until officialdom 


was shamed terrified into action. 
These things made a deep: impression 


at the time, and will never be alto- 
gether forgotten. 

Mr. Stevenson was fond of amuse- 
ment and hospitality, and, apart from 
a constant succegsion of more formal 
luncheon parties and dinners, there was 
always room at his mahogany for the 
unexpected guests that the chef had 
orders to bear in mind. The first cotil- 
lon ever given in Samoa took place at 
Vailima; the first pony paper-chase was 
got up under Mr. Stevenson's direction. 
He was always eager to bear his part 
in any scheme for the public entertain- 
ment and his support and subscrip<ion 
could always be reckoned on in ad- 
vance. Nor was he less backward with 
regard to the natives, whom he often 
feasted in the Samoan way with great 
pomp and a rigorous regard to eti- 
quette and custom. His birthday party 
was a veritable gathering of the clans, 
beginning at dawn and continuing un- 
interruptedly till dusk, with a huge 
feast and troops of dancers to enter- 
tain the people. A Christmas-tree re- 
joiced the household every year, and 
was the occasion of breathless antici- 
pation and excitement; and the little 
flesta was not unenhanced by the good- 
humored raillery with which the pres- 
ents were distributed. 


About Translations. 


(Prof. Raleigh in the Fortnightly Re- 
view:) The ambition of [ong!ish schol- 
arship for an absolute transiation, at 
once correct and elegant, preserving, as 
the saying is, the beauties of the orig- 
inal while avoiding locutions that are 
foreign to what is so often called, in 
this sad context, the genius of the En- 
glish language; this will-o’-wisp has 
kept generations of wise men dancing, 
gravely and fantastically, in its train, 
only to plunge them at last into the de- 
spondent absurdity of translating 
verse by prose. Yet all the while it 
has been known to the artist that there 
is no such thing as an absolute trans- 
lation; that if, as a modern French 
critic has observed, all reading and un- 
derstanding involve a fresh translation 
from the symbols of one mind into the 
symbols of another, no less does all 
translation involve a fresh reading and 
appropriation. A translator should 
know two Ianguages—the proposition is 
easily granted: but it is hardly an ex- 
travagance to say that he may know 
one of them too well, so that his labor 
shall appear to himself a doleful vio- 
lence and no transfiguration. Fitzger 
ald can hardly have preferred the Per- 
sian verses he found to the English 
verses he left; Shelley, who was no Ger- 
man scholar, produced the only version 
of the opening chorus of “Faust” that 
is indubitably English poetry, and Sir 
Thomas North translated his “Plu- 
trarch” from the French. Yet of him it 
might be said, as was said of Shakes- 
peare by “the friendly admirer of his 
endowments,” that he doth— 

. retrieve the fates, 
back the heavens, blow ope’ the iron gates 
death and Lethe, where confused ile 
Great heaps of rulmous mortality.” 

A word dies every moment beneath 
the translator’s pen, and another is 
born; the happiest translators are per- 
chance those in whom the s°nse of guilt 
is least and the joy of creation greatest, 
who betray their victims into a new im- 
mortality without apologies. Of this 
kind were the great English translators 
who flourished in the ‘sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, from Lord Ber- 
ners onward. They made mistakes, 
some of them, on every page; it is an 
act of justice to record a few of the 
mistakes they did not make. They did 
not, like their successors of the «cich- 
teenth century, avoid personal feeling 
and modern color by foregoing all f¢el- 
ing and color whatever. making Greek 
and Roman worthies talk the desic- 
cated language of -a_ philosophical 
drawing-room. They did not, like so 
many nineteenth-century translators, 
seek to retain ancient feeling and color 
by foregoing their.own vocabulary and 
serving up a hodge-podge of archaisms. 
They wrote the language they talked, 
and let their own emotion and fancy 
color the tale they transcribed. In the 
vigor and versatility of the prose of 
Berners and of North there lay the 
promise, and something more than the 
promise, of the great poetry that was to 
come.

James Russell Lowell. 

Brander Matthews has an interesting 
article on the author of “The Biglow 
Papers” in the October St. Nicholas, 
from which the following excerpts are 
taken: 

After his graduation he thought of 
entering the Divinity School; but he de- 
cided at last to study law. Although he 
was on the very verge of giving it up 
twenty times, he persevered, and re- 
ceived his degree of Bachelor of Laws 
in 1840. He opened an office in Boston, 
but it is dowbtful whether he ever had 
even that “First Client” whom he was 
afterward to describe in a humorous 
sketch. Not liking the law as a :neans 
of livelihood, he finally abandoned it, 
as Holmes had done only a few years 
earlier. 

Lowell had become engaged to Miss 
Maria White, who greatly influenced his 
life. In 1841 came the publication of a 
volume of poems, some of which had 
been printed already in the magazines, 
while others were hasty and crude 
rhymes which he kept’out of later edi- 
tions of his poems—just as Whittier re- 
jected his own early verses. Lowell was 
barely 22 when his book appeared; but 
there was more than one poem in it 
which gave high promise of his future. 
In addition to his ability, he had a deep 
love for letters; and this it was which 
led him, a year later, to start a monthly 
magazine. But the magazine soon came 
to an end, leaving its proprietors in 
debt. 

Until he met Miss White, Lowell's in- 
terests and his ambitions were almost 
wholly literary. Under her influence he 
came to have a strong sympathy for 
the slaves. He swiftly saw that in real 
life there were causes to be fought far 
better worth the struggle than Any 
mere craving for personal fame. His 
love for letters never lessened, but it 
was linked thereafter to the love of hu- 
man freedom. He was married at last 
in 1844, in whtich year he brought out 
a revised edition of his poems. A few 
months latér he gathered from the 
magazines certain prose criticisms, 
chiefly about the older English poets— 
criticisms which he thought go lightly 
of in later years that he did not allow 
them to be included in his collected 
works. And about this time he was a 
frequent contributor to the Philade!phia 
Freeman, the anti-slavery journal for- 
merly edited by Whittier. 

Settled at Cambridge in 
(the house where he h 
happily married, suppo 
his writings, and enlisted in the service 
of a causé which he had taken to heart, 
Lowell undertook to contribute every 
week, either in prose or in verse, to 
one of the ablest of the anti-slavery 
journals; and he kept this agreement 
for nearly four years—from 1846 to 1850. 
These were four years of unrest and 
excitement throughout the world, and 
here in the United States the discussion 
over slavery became more and more 


ing himeelf by 


gerious. The slaveholders were aggeres- 


sive, and the abolitionists were striving 
hard to arouse the conscience of the na- 
tion against the buying and gelling cof 
human beings. 

Chiefly to gain an increase of terri- 
tory for the spread of slavery, this 
country became involved in a war w:th 
menloe for the admission of Texas, 
Although it is easy enough now to see 
that we needed the new lands we were 
to gain by force of arms, and that with- 
out them the proper growth of the 
United States was not possible, it was 
hard to foresee this then. What was 
plain at that time was that both the 
motives and the methods of those who 
were urging us into the Mexican war 
were alike unworthy. This Ils what 
Lowell discerned with his usual keen- 
ness; and no one attacked those respon- 


sible for the Mexican war more sharply 
than he, or more effectively. 

The famous “Biglow Papers” were 
written in verse, and in the homely dia- 
lect of the New England farmer. With 
pungent humor, and in stanzas that 
had a sharp flavor of tme soil, Hosea 
Biglow made fun of the attempts to 
rouse his fellow citizens to military 
fervor. His stinging lines, which 
scorched themselves into the memory, 
were accompanied by the prose com- 
ménts of Parson Wilbur, who repre- 
sented the other side of the New En- 
gland character. While the clergyman 
was giad to air his culture and his 
learning. he served admirably to set off 
the simple frankness of the Yankee 
youth. That the lyrica of Hosea should 
linger in the ears of those who heard 
them, Lowell took care to give to each 
a swinging rythm, and often also a 
catching refrain. When at last the 
scattered “Biglow Papers’ were col- 
lected into a volume, in 1848, the author, 
just to show that the New England dia- 
lect could be used for other things than 
satire, added to the book a Yankee idyl, 
“The Courtin’,”” one of the most charm- 
ing and natural love episodes in all 
English poetry. 

1848 he sent forth “The Vision of 
Sfr Launfal,” his first attempt at tell- 
ing a story in verse. Perhaps it is the 
best of all his poems—ioftiest 
in conception, and most careful in exe- 
cution, His habit then, as always, was 
to brood over the subject he wished to 
treat In verse, to fill himself. with if, 
and finally to write it out at a single’ 
sitting, if possible. He rarely rewrote, 
and his verse lacked finish and polish, 
though it never wanted force. It was 
at this\time that he told Longfellow he 
meant to give up poetry because he 
could “not write slowly enough.” His 
poetry also suffered from another fall- 
ing of his. He was not content to set 
forth beauty alone, and to let the reader 
discover a moral for himself. Longfel- 
low, Whittier and Lowell ald insisted 
too much at times on the lesson of the 
song. And Lowell knew his own defect, 
and wrote later in life, “I shall never be 
a poet till I get out of the pulpit, and 
New England was all meeting-fouse 
when I was growing up.” 

He had enjoyed heartily his own fre- 
quent reading of the works of the great 
authors he wrote about, and he yas 
able to convey some of this enjoyment 
to his own readers, and to explain to 
them the reasons for his diking. His 
favorite of all was the mighty Floren- 
tine poet, Dante, whom Lowell steadily 
studied from early life. Indeed, the ad- 
vice he gave to young men seeking cul- 
ture was to find the great writer whom 
they mostappreciated,and to give them- 
selves to the constant perusal of this 
great writer, growing up to him slowly, 
and discovering gradually that to un- 
derstand him adequately would force 
them, sooner or Iater, to learn many of 
the things best worth learning.

Mra. Lynn Lynnton’s Reminiacences 
of the Writer and the Woman. 
(From the Woman at Home:) Some of 
the famous women whom I met in my 
youth were of the passing, and one was 
of the then past’ generation—one of 
those “remnants of a palaecozoic are” 
who filled one with a certain astonish- 
ment that they still existed in the 
world which had known them for so 
long, applauded them so lustily and 
had then so complacently forgotten 
them. 
I once saw Miss Jane Porter, and she 
stands yet in my mind as a kind of 
ghost from the tomb—a living monolith 
of prehistoric times. She lived in a 
small house in a by-street of the then 
somewhat remote suburb of Bayswater. 
She may have been short; to my im- 
agination she was tall and gaunt and 
formidable. She was dressed in rusty 
black, and. wore over her head aome 
kind of black drapery—ndt a lace veil 
nor gauze scarf, but a kind of 
headcloth of heavy material that 
made her infinitely funereal. Her 
face was pale and pinched as if with 
pain, but her eyes were bright and 
piercing. Her manner was formal, her 
voice unsympathetic, her conversation 
precise. She was in bad health, poor 
lady, and I fancy in not too affluent 
circumstances, for her whole surround- 
ings were meagre and shabby. Not 


long after I was taken to see her she™ 


passed into her rest, and left the world 
which she had done so much to elevate 
by her novels. Women who wrote were 
then few and far between; and to those 
who had gained any applause at all 
the echo of their fame filled their own 
ears with overpowering music and 
translated their humanity into some- 
thing half divine. 

All of the women whom I remember 
in my early days were thus conscious 
of themselves and their achlievements— 
all save Mrs. Trollope, and she was in 
no sense a poseuse, but just a vulgar, 
brisk and good-natured kind of well- 
bred hen-wife, fond of a joke and not 
troubled with squeamishness. Miss 
Pardoe, with her pretty little feet al- 
ways so dainty shod in colored satin 
slippers, was the drawing-room belle as 
well as the literary star. She dressed 
to perfection; flirted discreetly; was a 
good daughter and a charming compan- 
ion. She died in bitter poverty, in a 
top room somewhere in or about Baker 
street, deserted by the gay world for 
the applause of which she had lived. 

Of the two sisters, Elizabeth and Ag- 
nes Strickland, Elizabeth, homely, un- 
social, devoted, was the working bee 
and Agnes was the caressed and feted 
butterfly. It was Elizabeth who toiled 
in the British Museum—Elizabeth who 
collected and collated, transcribed and 
verified—and Agnes who by her desire 


.took all the credit and all the fame. 


Agnes was the elder sister's idol, even 
when faded and elderly—the youn 
beauty whose pleasures, renown an 
applause it was her supreme delight to’ 
minister to and subserve. 

“How pretty Agnes looks today!” 
Elizabeth once said to me, her adoring 
eyes moist with love and admiration. 

I, then in the full freshness of my 
own early youth, saw nothing but a 
faded and self-conscious person, with a 
complexion like old wax, ringlets visi- 
bly thinned and sparse, dressed in 
many colors and with a profusion of 
roses in her bonnet—an elderly woman 
doing her best to pass for a young 
belle. And I did not see the prettiness 
still fresh and vivid to those adoring 
eyes. 

Jane Eyre I never saw; nor Harriet 
Martineau; Mrs. Gaskell only once; and 
Mrs. Norton only once—in later years, 
when her beauty was more a memory 
than a possession, though her glorious 
eyes were still lustrous and lovely. 
The time when I met Mrs. Gaskeil was 
in some sense memorable. 

It was-on that famous evening when 
John Chapman—the “Raffaele book- 
seller,” as he was called—had secured 
both Carlyle and Emerson as his cen- 
tral suns. A large number of minor 
stars and planets revolved around these 
two luminaries, and the groups were 
distinct, one from the other. and did 
not coalesce. Mrs Call, then Mrs. Hen- 
nell, and I sat apart, and presently we 
were joined by Froude and Mrs. Gas- 
kell. The graciousness of feminine 
dignity of Mrs. Gaskell powerfully im- 
pressed me. She was so sweet and yet 
so strong—so beautiful in form, if only 
comely in face, yet not self-conscious. 
Her fine arms and neck were bare and 
destitute of all ornament, and I remem- 
ber the exquisite line of her throat and 
shoulders, and the shape of her hands 
and arms. Her manner to me was per- 
fect. I was a young beginner, and she 
in the zenith of her fame: but. she 
neither crushed nor condescended— 
netther 
the fine manner of a woman to a girl—* 
of a mistress to a neophyte, and I have 
always loved and cherished her memory 
for the graciousness of her attitude and 


snubbed nor patronized. It was | 44¥ 


was a wizened old ‘woman then, but 
clinging to the manners of.those days 
when she was her own Wild Irish Girl. 
She was the most outrageous flatterer 
to be seen between earth and sky, and 
#0 grossly overdid her praises as to de- 
stroy embarrassment. One's natural 
shyness passed into disgust, and witat 


Lesty grew to be indignant revulsion. 

It was at John Chapman's that I first 
met George Eliot—then Marian Evans, 
having adopted neither her pseudonyme 
nor her style and title of George Lew- 
es's wife. “Confession is good for the 
soul,” they say, and I will candidly con- 
fess my shortsighted prejudices with re- 
spect to this—to be—celebrated person. 
These were her undeveloped, aa well as 
her insurrent days. She was known to 
be learned, tIndustrious, thoughtful, 
noteworthy, but she was not. yet the 
great genius of her age, nor a philos- 
opher bracketed with Plato and Kant, 
nor was her personality held to be su- 
perior to the law of the land, nor was 
she recognized as a conventional gentle- 
woman—in those days, indeed, she was 
emphatically not that! She was esren- 
tially underbred and provincial, and I, 
in the swaddling clothes of early educa- 
tion and prepossession as I was, saw 
more of the provincial than the genius, 
and was repelled by the unformed man- 
ner rather than attracted by the learn- 
ing. She held her hands and arms kan- 
garoo fashion, was badly dressed, had 
an unwashed, unbrushed, unkempt look 
altogether, and she assumed a tone of 
superiority over me which I was not 
then aware was warranted by her un- 
doubted leadership. From first to last 
she put up my mental bristles, so that 
I rejected then and there what might 
have become a closer acquaintance had 
I not been so blind and so much Influ- 
enced by her want of conventional 
graces. 

As I was never an habitue of John 
Chapman's famous evenings, and knew 
him and his wife best when they lived 
out of Londen, and before they took 
their Strand house, I saw but little of 
Marian Evans till after her flight with 
George Lewes. When they returned 
home I called on them by their joint 
request. They were in lodgings in 8t. 
John's Wood, and the aureole of their 
new love was around them. There was 
none of the pretence of a sanctioned 
union which came afterward—none of 


of superior morality which was born 
of her success. She was frank. genial, 
natural, and brimful of happiness. The 


her choice and cast the die which de- 
termined her fate gave her a nobility 
of expression and a grandeur of bear- 
ing which she had not had when I first 
knew her. Then my heart warme:l to 
her with mingled love and admiration, 
and I paid her the homage she deserved, 
I felt her superiority, and acknowledged 
it with enthusiasm. 

Had she always remained on that 
level she would have been the grandest 
woman of this or any age. But success 
and adulation spoiled her, and de- 
stroyed all simplicity, all sincerity of 
character. She grew to be artificial. 
posee, pretentious, unreal. She lived 
an unreal life all through, both men- 
tally and socially, and in her endeavor 
to harmonize two Iirreconcilables—to be 
at once conventional and insurgent—the 
upholder of the sanctity of marriage 
while living as the wife of a married 
manh—the self-reliant law-breaker and 
the eager postulant for the recognition 
granted only to the covenanted—she 
lost every trace of that finer freedom 
and whole-heartedness which had been 
so remarkable in the beginning of her 
connection with Lewes. She was a 
made woman—not in the French 
sense—but made by self-manipulation, 
as one makes a statue ora vase. I have 
never known any one who seemed to 
me so purely artificial as George Eliot. 
She took a fine type for imitation, but 
the result was not a flesh-and-blood 


left in her, not an impulse beyond tie 
reach of self-conscious philosophy, not 
an unguarded tract of mental or moral 
territory where a little untrained folly 
might luxuriate. 

She was always the goddess on her 
pedestal—gracious in her condescension 
—with sweet strains of sympathetic 
recognition for all who came to her— 
ever ready to listen to her worshippers 
—ever ready to help, to encourage, to 
clear from confusion - minds befogged 
by unassimilated learning, and generous 
in imparting her own. But never for 
one instant did she forget her self-cre- 
ated self—never did she throw aside the 
trappings or the airs of the benign 
sibyl. Her soft, low voice was pitched 
in one level and monotonous key, and 
her deliberation of speech was a trifle 
irritating to the eager, whose flint was 
already fired. Her gestures were as 
measured as her words, her attitude as 
restrained as her tones. She was. so 
consciously “George Eliot’’—so tnterpen- 
etrated, head and heel, inside and out, 
with the sense of her importance as the 
great novelist and profound thinker of 
her generation, as to make her soclety a 
little overwhelming, leaving on baser 
creatures the impression of having been 
rolled very flat indeed. She was the 
antithesis of George Sand, whose im- 
pulsive, large and loving nature never 
became artificialized by her fame, never 
grew to be self-conscious by excess of 
intellect, as was the case with George 
Eliot. It was nature and art once more, 
as so often ‘before, and by one’s own 
character the verdict of which was best 
will be determined. 

With all her studied restraint of man- 
ner, George Eliot had a large amount of 
what the French call temperament. As 
a lover she was both jealous and exact- 
ing, and the “farfallone amoroso” whom 
she had captured was brought pretty 
tautly to his bearings. 
so far as Birmingham to lecture, he had 
to return home that night—as she quite 
gravely said to a lady in my presence: 

“T should not think of allowing George 
to stay away a night from me.” 

The story that was put about after her 
second marriage, of how in the moment 
of her deepest grief she had discoverd 
proofs of Lewes’s infidelity, I do not 
for one instant believe. George Lewes 
was far too astute to imperil his whole 
fortune and position by a passing in- 
trigue that was almost sure to be dis- 
covered by a jealousy as vigilant:as 
George Eliot's, and even if he had been 
so unwise he would have destroyed all 
proofs long before he did. Again, 
years had tamed his wilder blood, and 
the disctirsiveness of his youth had not 
its former charm. It is easy to under- 
stand why this myth was circulated: 
just as it is easy to understand why it 
was constantly reported that the union 
between the two lovers had been reg- 
ularized, and that—the wife being still 
alive and undivorced—they had been 
pare according to the law of the 
ana. F 

Another curious little trait in a char- 
acter which looked so strong and was 
so weak, was George Eliot's shrinking 
from unpleasantness in every form, 
Mr. Lewes read all her letters before he 
handed them to her, keeping from her 
everything that might pain or annoy 
her.

Profits tn Chicory. 


(San Francisco Chronicle:) One of the 
very few crops which have turned out 
well Bs field and market this year is 
the cflicory crop, which is grown on the 
reclaimed tule land of Roberts Isiind, 
near Stockton. There has been a pio- 
neer chicory enterprise on the mainland 
opposite Roberts Island. for the last 
score of years, and Mésers. Brandt & 
Rachman own the extensive. siicing, 
drying, grinding, and roasting works 
which take the parsnip-like root of the 
chicory and transform it into the sem- 
blance of ground coffee. Very few peo- 
ple drink pure coffee, and very few 
would like it if it were set before them, 
as they are so accustomed to the chico- 
ried article. In the recent tariff? up- 
heavals chicory, as a raw material, is 
duty free and manufactured chicory 
1* dutiable. Ths clever importers are 
now sending in chicory which has been 
sliced, dried and ground as raw mate- 
rial, because it has not been roasted. 
There is, in fact, very little that is 
“raw” about it, because nothing but a 
little heat, which any coffee-roister 
can easily give it, is needed to make it 
fit to go into the coffee package. 
it appears that not only is the chicory- 
grower not protected, but a tariff for 
revenue yields the government nothing.

I learned 
that a few of those who were unfamiliar 
with this word went to a gentleman of 
their acquaintance, who, they thourcht, 
would be likely to Know, and begwred 
from him an explanation of this mys- 
terious term, whereupon he told them 
that he was not quite sure himself, but 
believed that carbon was something 
which was made out of nitro-glycerine!

But 
the greatest of all the functions of 
carbon in the universe has yet to be 
mentioned. This same wonderful ele- 
ment has been shown to be in all prob- 
ability the material which constitutes 
those glowing solar clouds, to whose 
kindly radiation our very life owes its 
origin. 


THE CARBON WIRE IN THE ELEC- 
TRIC LAMP. 

In the ordinary incandescent electric 
lamp, the brilliant light is produced 
by a glowing filament of carbon. The 
powerful current of electricity experi- 
ences so much resistance as it flows 
through this. badly-conducting sub- 
stance that it raises the temperature of 
the carbon wire so as to make it daz- 
zlingly white-hot. Indeed the carbon 
is thus elevated to a temperature far 
in excess of that which could be ob- 
tained in any other way. The reason 
why carbon is employed in the electric 
lamp, in preference to any other sub- 
stance, may be easily understood. Sup- 
pose we tried to employ an iron wire 
as t glowing filament within the 
welMknown glass globe. Then when 
thé current was turned on, that iron 
would of course become red-hot and 
white-hot, but ere a sufficient tempera- 
ture had been attained so as to pro- 
duce the requisite illumination, the iron 
wire would have been fused into drops 
of uid; the current would have been 
broken, and the lamp would have been 
destroyed. Nor would the attempt to 
make an ineandescent lamp — have 
proved much more successful, had the 
filament been made of any other ,metal. 
The least fusible of metals is the cesthy 
element platinum, but even a wire of 
platinum, though it would stand much 
more heat than a wire of iron or of 
steel, would not have retained the solid 
form by the time it had been raised to 
the temperature necessary for-an in- 
candescent lamp. 

THE SUN'S LIGHT A MASS OF 
HEATED CARBON. 

There is no known metal, and perhaps 
no substance whatever, which demands 
so high a temperature to fuse it as does 
the element carbon. A filament of car- 
bon, and a filament of carbon alorie will 
remain unfused and unbroken when 
heated by the electric current to the 
dazzling brilliance necessary for effect- 
ive illumination. This is the reason 
why this particular element is sd indis- 
pensable for our incandescent electric 
lamps. Modern research has now taught 
us that just as the electrician has to 
employ carbon as the immediate agent 
in producing the brightest of artificial 
lights down here, so the sun in heaven 
uses precisely the same element as the 
immediate agent in the production ofits 
transcendent light and heat. Owing to 
the extraordinary fervor avhich prevails 
in the interior parts of the sun all sub- 
stances there present, no matter how 
| difficult we may find their fusion, would 
have to submit to be melted, nay, even 
to be driven off into vapor. If submit- 
‘ted to the heat of this ee solar 
furnace, an iron poker, for instance, 
would vanish into invisible vapor. In 
the presence of the intense heat of the 
inner parts of the sun, even carbon 
itself is unable to remain solid. It would 
_seem that it must assume a gaseous 
| form under such circumstances, just as 
| the copper and iron and all other sub- 
stances do whieh yield more readily 
, than it to the fierce heat of their sur- 
roundings. 


_CARBON VAPORS IN THE SUN’S 
ATMGSPHERE. 
The buoyancy Af carbon vapor. is 


of its most-remarkable character 
tics, accordingly immense volumes 
of the carbon-steam in the sun, soar at 
a higher leve! than do the vapors of 
the other elements. Thus carbon be 
‘komes very large and important 
stituent.of the more elevated regions 


| of the solar atmosphere. We ean un- 


| derstand what happens to rnese car- 


~ 
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bon vapors by the afialogous case of 
the familiar clouds in our own skies. 
It is true, no doubt, that our terrestrial 
clouds are composed of a material to- 
tally different from that which consti- 
tutes the solar clouds. The sun evapo- 
rates the water fromthe great oceans 
which cover so large a proportion of 
our earth. The vapor . thus . produced 
ascends in the form of invisible gas 
through our atmosphere, until it 
reaches an altitude, thousands of feet 
above the surface of the earth. The 
chill that the watery. vapor exper- 
iences up there is #0 great that the 
vapor collects into little liquid beads, 
and it is, of course, these liquid beads, 
associated in counthkess myriads, which 
form the clouds we know so well. 


We can now understand what hap- 
pens as the buoyant carbon vapor 
soars upward through the sun's at- 
mosphere. They attain at last to an 
elevation where the fearful intensity 
of the solar heat has so far abated that, 
though nearly all other elements may 
still remain entirely gaseous, yet the 
exceptionally refractory carbon begins 
to return to the liquid state. At the 
first stage in this return, the carbon 
vapor conducts. itself just as does the 
ascending watery vapor from the 
earth, when about to be transformed 
into a visible cloud. Under the infiu- 
ence of a chill the carbon vapor col- 
lects into a myriad host sof little beads 
of liquid. Each of these drups of liquid 
carbon in the glorious solar clouds, has 
a temperature and a corresponding ra- 
diance vastly exceeding that with 
which the filament glows in the incan- 
descent electric: lamp.-When we 
member further that the entire surface 
of our luminary is coated with these 
clouds, every particle of which is thus 
intensely luminous, we need not longer 
wonder at that dazzling brilliance 
which even across the awful gulf of 
93,000,000 miles, produces for us the in- 
describable glory of daylight.

Loss by Fire. 


(Louis Windmuller, in the September 
Review of Reviews:) Few persons 
realize the inflammable condition of 
houses erected in conformity with pres- 
ent laws. Partitions hollow inside, 
generally open on top, so as to consti- 
tute veritable flues, with floors equally 
defective, divide the interior of nine- 
tenths of all dwellings in the country, 
so that in case of fire it is next to im- 
possible to confine it to the locality 
where it originates. The annual icss 
caused by this recklessness is estimated 
at $50,000,000, while the cost of filling 
Partitions with cheap material, as is 
customary in Europe, would be trifling. 
Builders should by law be compelled to 
adopt this system. . 


The use of the wooden dumb-waiters 
also is dangerous. One of these caused 
the: death of ex-Secretary Belknap’s 
wife. The mysterious fires which have 
occurred in many flat houses on the 
West Side must be attributed to their 
fllmsy construction and carelessness. As 
some criminals have been caught with 
property stolen from there on their 
persons, arson may also have been com- 
mitted to hide guilt.

I treas- 
ure, among the memories of my child- 
hood, the recollection of a tall patrol- 
man, wearing a helmet and armed with 
a halbert. This Nachtwaechter blew his 
long horn ten times as he passed our 
Street at that hour of the night. With 
Stentorian voice he called on every cit- 
izen to beware of fire and light. Then 
we left our studies and looked after 
stoves and fireplaces in every’ room. 
The person on whose premises a fire 
breaks out is generally placed under ar- 
rest and suspected of having commited. 
a misdemeanor until he convinces the 
magistrate that due diligence had been 
used to prevent disaster. Only one fire 
occurred during the first fifteen years 
of my life where I was born
